SKIN FOR GRAFTING, 


Doctors Say Otherwise Victim of 


Burns Would Die. 


Today or tomorrow William Rugh, a Gary, 
Ind., newsboy, will allow his crippled left leg 
to be amputated so that its skin may be 
grafted on to the body of Miss Ethel Smith— 


a girl he never has seen. 


To the girl it will mean life and an end to 


guffering. To Rugh it will mean a. painful 
operation and two crutches instead of one 
r the rest of his life, but also, as he saye, 
n novel feeling of being worth something 


to some one. 
Miss Smith has been in bed at her home in 


the outskirts of Gary through four weeks of 


suffering, with her body a mass of burns. 


She. was riding on a motorcycle with her 
fiancée, “ Rae Roberts, a month ago yes- 
terday, when the gasoline tank on which she 
was sitting exploded, igniting her clothing. 

Before the flames could be extinguished 
her whole body had been burned. With the 
skin practically gone. Dr. J. A. Craig, who 
attended her, expressed little chance for her 
recovery. Last Wednesday he announced 
that unless some one would consent to give 
up skin for her she would die. 


Cripple Comes to Rescue. 

Rugh. who selis papers at the corner of 
Sixth avenue and Broadway, heard of the 
doctor's decision. In the meantime, many. 
persons had applied at the Smith residence 


and offered to sacrifice.ekin. 
KRugh went at once to Dr. Frank W. Smith, 


a partner of Dr. Craig. The latter was out 
ot town on his honeymoon Rugh pointed to 


his left leg—crippled. 
„Can't you use the skin on this leg?“ he 


asked. 

‘The doctor admitted that he could, but 
ald that to take the amount necessary 
would endanger his life. 

“Well, cut the leg off,” said Rugh. “I 
can't use it anyway except to twine it around 
a crutch.” 

The doctor told Rugh to walt until the ar- 
rival of his partner, who had direct charge 
of the case. Dr. Craig did not return last 
night, although he was expected. 


Rugh Tells of His Sacrifice. 

Rugh was found at his corner yesterday 
afternoon selling papers. He is known by 
every one in Gary, having sold papers there 
for two years. 

“No.” he gaid, “I don't know the girl, 
but what difference does that make? I heard 
that great amount of skin grafted on to 
her body would save her life—otherwise she 
would die. 

“Since I was 3 months old I never have 
walked on my left leg. I can use it a great 
deal, though, in getting around. If I had 
only one leg I should be compelled to use 
two crutches or be wheeled around. 

„Anyway, I. could save money, then, for 
if the leg were gone I would only have to 
buy one shoe.“ 

Miss Smith will be taken to the Gary Gen- 
eral hospital, today, it was said, to prepare 
for the operation when Dr. Craig returns.

MOTORMAN DODGES AID. 


Stricken by Panic, He Throws

The official returns from Vermont indicate 


shat in a rock ribbed Republican state the 
Progressive party, after a ten days’ cam- 
paign, polled within 5,000 votes of a majority, 
and outran in votes the Democratic party 
that had been organized nearly 100 years. 

Moreover, the Vermont legislature, which 
elects the governor this year, has passed 
from Republican control. It is conceded 
that Taft is much weaker than the Repub- 
lican candidate for governor, and that Wil- 
son will not poll as many votes as the Demo- 
rratic gubernatorial candidate. 

These official returns signify a political 
upheaval that is typical. It is occurring 
all over the country. 

It foretells the disintegration of the Re- 
publican party. The Democratic party is 
losing its progressive strength. The new 
party is forming from the liberal elements 


in the two parties. 


Fail to Change Party. 

Historically. the Democratic party repre- 
sents a fundamental idea in our govern- 
ment. It has been the party of conservatism 
and criticism for generations and it will 
remain so. The attempt to make it a Pro- 
gressive party obviously has failed. The 
nomination of Wilson upon a meaningless 
platform by the fear stricken bosses at the 
demand of Bryan has not changed the heart 
of the Democratic party. Bryan's sixteen 
years of leadership has not changed the 
party. It is eritical and conservative. 

State’s rights is not a constructive idea. 
It is a critical hypothesis. It is the conserva- 
tive check upon progress. So it is in obedl- 
ence to a deep instinct of conservatism that 
all over the country the so-called stand- 
patters of the Republican party are turning 
to Gov. Wilson. 

They will vote for Gov. Wilson in spite o1 
all that he personally declares for, becauss 
intuitively the conservative mind knows that 
the Democratic party in this country ies the 
party of criticism, the party of conservative 
obstruction. 

It is a highly necessary party in the scheme 
of government. Its ranks have always con- 
tained and always will contain men of the 
deepest patriotic motives. But for all that. 
fundamentally the Democratic party is the 
party of anything else but progress. 

The standpat Republicans who have been 
voting in the various states for tn years 
with the Democrats to check the progressive 
wing of the party have never been fooled. 
They know where to vote and they turn to 
the Democratic party nationally today. 


Two Men Don’t Make a Party. 
Bryan and Wilson do not make a progres- 


sive party. They are sincere men, able 
men, men of vision, men of force.

If the Vermont returns and the Maine re- 
turns—where it took a progressive Repub- 
lican to defeat the Democrats—prove any- 
thing, they prove that the old Republican 
party is an empty husk. If Taft cannot 
carry Vermont and Maine—and the returns 
prove that he cannot—he is doomed to lose 
every American state. The loss of an elec- 
tion by such a crushing blow will leave the 
Republican party where the Whig party 
was in 1860. a 


New Alignment Will Be Made. 

No matter whether Wilson or Roosevelt 
wins, the alignment of the country will be 
remade. We shall have one definitely liberal 
or Progressive party, demanding the enact- 
ment of the Progressive party platform, and 
opposed to it we shall have the party of 
state’s rights, demanding that the problems 
presented by the Progressives shall not be 
the subject of federal legislation. 

The instinct of the standpatters for the 
Democracy is an unerring instinct. Wilson's 
greatest strength all over the country will 
de the standpat Republicans. Their vote in 
this election will be as shackles upon the 
party's feet. 

However Wilson may desire to goforward, 
in every precinct the party managers will 
feel the weight and the need of that con- 
servative vote.

Centralia, III., Sept. 21.—[{Speciah)-—The 
ald which the state university has given to 
the farmers of IHinois was explained today 
by Gov.

Mr. Deneen also told of the rapid growth 
of the university during hie administration 
and how he had advocated appropriations 
to further the agricultural departments of 
the institution. 

The governor also tod of other means used 
by the state to further the advancement of 
agriculture, such as state and county fairs, 
the farmers’ institutes, and the state lve 
stock commission. 


College Ranks Among First. 

“None of the state’s industries has re- 
celved more consideration at the hands of 
the state during the present administration 
than agriculture,” sald Mr. Deneen. Dur- 
ing that time the agricultural coflege and ex- 
periment station have experienced a truly 
phenomenal development. 

The agricultural experiment station was 
established in fulfillment of the provision of 
the law creating the state university, that it 
offer instruction in agriculture and the me- 
chanic arts. It is the oldest department of 
the state university devoted to the encour- 
agement anc. improvement of the agricultur- 
a! industries of the state. The work of the 
station and the college of agriculture not 
only ranks with the best in the country, but 
is rapidly changing and improving our meth- 
ods of farming and placing all our agricul- 
tural industries upon a more permanent and 
profitable basis. 


Rapid Growth of College. 

“The rapid extension and present magni- 
tude of the work of the agricultural college 
and experiment station is indicated by the 
fact that while they had a combined faculty 
of thirty-seven at the beginning of the pres- 
ent administration, they now have a com- 
bined faculty. of 101. During the same time 
the atudent body has increased from 406 un- 
dergraduates, with no graduates, to a total 
of 825 undergraduates and seventeen gradu- 
ate students. 

“ Notwithstanding the great advancement 
made, however, so popular has the agricul- 
tural course become that it has not been pos- 


sible to obtain all the funds desired.“

REALTY MEN TO INVESTIGATE 
NEW GAS SHUTOFF LAW. 


Chicago Board . Appoints Committee 
with View of Having the Ordinance 
Amended.

The Chicago real estate board is about to 
look into the new gas shutoff regulation or- 
dinance, which also is a state law. A spe- 
clal committee, with full power to act, was 
appointed at Wednesday’s monthly meeting 
of the board. 

The committee consists of Percy Strickland, 
George 8. Eddy, Albert H. Wett@h, Frank d. 
Hoyne, and W. Scott Bond. 

President Oliver said that when the bill was 
first introduced in the legislature providing 
that the shutoff was to be an automatic or 
manual device it was approved by the attor- 


ney of the board. 

In the bill passed, however, the worde or 
manual did not appear, he said. The man- 
ual device was much cheaper, he asserted, 
and because of this elimination the Build- 
ing Managers’ association has taken coun- 
sel and believes the words can and should 
be inserted in the ordinance. 

Mr. Oliver said it was questionable whether 
the city can insist upon an gutomatic device 
alone. He said the ordinance applies to 
buildings not only in the business district 
but also to those in every part of Chicago. 
The devices are Intended to be used in case 
of fire, so the gas may be shut off to avoid 
explosions. 

Appropriate action was taken on the death 
of John H. McCartney, a former member of 
the board, and a resolution expressive of the 
high esteem in which he was held by the 
board was reported by a committee consist- 
ing of Valentine H. Surghnor, E. A. Cum- 
mings, and Walter H. McDonald.

CONTROLLER MAKES RULING 


_ FOR THE COUNTRY BANKS. 


Directors Must Be Prerent at Examina- 
tion— United States Official Asks 
Closer Watch. 


New York, Sept. 21.—A ruling of great in- 
terest to country banks was laid down here 
today by Lawrence O. Murray, controller 
of the currency, in an address delivered to a 
gathering of national bank examiners. 

On and after Oct. 1, he said, he desired that 
at the examination of all country banks the 
board of directors be convened and the ex- 
amination of assets made in their presence. 
He has notified the banks of this by letter, 
and in cases where there are out of town 
directors he has been assured that steps will 
be taken to have at least a quorum present. 

The controller cautioned the examiners 
“to inquire carefully into any undue con- 
centration of the loans of a bank in com- 
panies controlled by the bank’s officers or 
directors. 

“ I speak now,“ he continued, “ of any bank 
where such a concentration would ruin the 
dank if the loans are bad. Whenever you 
come across a case where the directors or of- 
ficers are unduly concentrating the funds of 
a bank im corporations controlled by them- 
selves, and where you have no information 
on which to base an opinion as to whethér 
the loans are good or bad, it seems to me you 
are clearly entitled to one of three things: 
First, that the books of the corporations be 
voluntarily opened to you; or, second, that 
the directors give you a full statement in de- 
tall of the business of the concerns; or, third. 
that a copy be given you of a report on the 
company \or corporation made by an inde- 
pendent auditor.” 

Murray complimented the examiners for 
their work, but added that “ we must im- 
prove # materially.” He said he considered 
the country examiner often overworked and 
underpaid, but, nevertheless, he insisted 
“that the time given to examining country 
banks be materially lengthened.”

The naval 
lieutenant,” he says, 1 a Frenchman who 
cracks up the English and runs down the 
French; the -hackneyed old Shaw touch. The 
characters are second rate middle class in- 
stead of being dukes and Imillionaires. The 
heroine gets kicked through the mud—real 
mud, There's not plot. All the old stage 
conventions and puppets without the old in- 
genuity and the old enjoyment. And the 
feeble air of intelectual pretentiousnese kept 
up all through to persuade you that if the au- 
thor has written a good play it's because 
he’s too clever to stoop to anything so com- 
monplace. Why, the play bears the author's 
signature in every line.” 

„Who?!“ 

“ Why; Granville Barker, of course.” 

“ Nonsense’ says another; “to me it 16 
perfectly plain who wrote the play. To be- 
gin with, it's intensely disagreeable; there- 
fore it is not by Barrie, in spite of the foot- 
man who is cribbed from Tue Admirable 
Crichton.’ You notice, too, the author's of- 
fensive habit of saying silly things that have 
no real sense in them, when you come to ex- 
amine them, just to set all the fools in the 
house giggling. Then what does it all come 
to? An attempt to expose the supposed 
hypocrisy of the puritan middle clase in Eng- 
land; people just as good as the author, any~ 
how. With, of course, the inevitable im- 
proper female, the Mrs. Tanqueray, Iris, eto. 
Well, if you can't recognize the author of 
that you've mistaken your professions. That's 
all I have to say.”

Why are you so down on Pinero?’ de- 
mands the one called Bannal. “And what 
about that touch that Gunn spotted in the 
Frenchman's long speech? I believe it's 
Shaw!" 

“ Rubbish? 

Rot! You may put that idea out of your 
head, Bannal. Poor as the play is. there's the 
note of passion in it. You feel somehow 
that beneath all the assumed levity of that 
poor waif and stray she really loves Bobby 
and will be a good wife to him. Now B'vere- 
peatedly proved that Shaw is physiologically 
incapable of the note of passion.” 

Tes, I know. Intellect without emotion. 
That's right. I always say that myself. A 
giant brain, if you shall ask me, but no 
heart.” 

O, shut up, Bannal,” shouts Gunn. “ This 
crude medieval psychology of hearts and 
brain—liver and wits Shakspeare called it— 
is really schoolboyish. Surely we've had 
enough of second hand Schopenhauer. Even 
such a played out old back number as Ibsen 
would have been ashamed of it.“ 

And so they wittily dieagree until Miss 
Fanny herself appears, admits the author- 
ship and is accepted as a rising genius. Rut 
the father is horrified, the more so when 
he learns that his daughter not only has 
written this excessively modern and quite 

immoral play, but that she is a suffraget, and 


that it was spending a month in jail with 
Lady Somebodyorother that gave her the 


inspiration to do it. 

By the play itself and by ita form the au- 
diences are somewhat mystified. But they 
do enjoy the baiting of the critics, and it is

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N a suspiciously Shavian discourse on his 
diverting play, The New Bin,” Mr. Mac- 
donald Hastings describes the confusion 
in which his characters reached the peo- 
ple from his brain by way of the theater. 

Thus the pitiful, hard driven Max, whom he 
conceived as causing the earth to teem with 
women tears, was unfaithful to that fund. 
tion; and, to Mr. Hastings’ horror, the sensi- 
tive public drew away from Max with dread- 
ful revulsion. Again the “splendid, mas- 
terful, lustful " David Llewellyn Davids with 
his thoroughly practical materialism,” who 
was depended on by Mr. Hastings to win hot 
acclamation from men of the world, was re- 
garded as the pure regard iniquity. His chief 
disappointment, however—ignoring the sug- 
gestion that Mr. Hastings is addicted to 
paradox—was that the “ shifty, shallow, hys- 
terical”’ Hilary, with his dismal predilection 
for taking the blame for other people’s hom 
cides, was selected as the Idol of the play. 

Of what use is it, then, to discuss the pur- 
poses of this clever dramatist? By the 
alchemy of the stage his meager, cloddy 
earth is turned to glittering gold, and vice 
versa. He wrote his play with a sense of 
exhilaration, “ laughing unctuously as the 
story streamed from his pen, only to find 
hig audience depressed, though excited, by 
its somber episodes. The “ flippant tragedy ”’ 
of the poor relation became a morbid dis- 
course on the utiity of self-destruction. The 
indestructibility of the blood-tie which Mr. 
Hastings reveals as his theme petered out in 
simply a good, errandless tale dexterously 
told. 

Before proceeding further I desire to have 
it understood that I regard The New Sin 
as ome of the most enjoyable plays Lever saw. 
It ts new in idea, replete with sensibie thrills, 
expertly written and produced, and brilliantly 
acted. That opinien, ‘however, nee. not 
prevent the suggestion that Mr. Hastings 
faltered in his attempt to emphasize what 
he regards ae “ The New Sin’s”’ ethical 
reason for being. It seems from what was 
gaid in the first two acts that Hilary Cutts, 
whose life stood between the penury and the 
affluence of his ten brothers and sisters, had 
a way out of the predicament aside from that 
of death. He made pictures for the newepa- 
pers—a profitable employment—and the 
promise for a prosperous future was indi- 
cated by his paintings, which were good enough 
or bad enough for exhibition at the Royal 
Academy. So when he talked tranquilly to 
his friends of suicide, and when at the end of 
the second act he nobly approached the Sal- 
lows for the very interesting assassination 
just achieved by his degenerate brother, one 
assumed that he did so on account of an un- 
wholesome ambition for the other world 
rather than for any blood-is-thicker-than- 
water reason. 

Perhaps this slight flaw in the logie of 
“The New Sin might go unnoticed were 
it not for the intruston of the rainbow 
fourth act, especially composed, ae Mr. Ty- 
ler, the producer, naively explains, to make 
the play longer.

SOME EFFECTSOF HEAT AND LIGHT 
N the early part of the gu the heat 
was so mild that it did not seem neces- 
dary for any one to give it thought. Pee 
ple could go on eating, dressing, and ex- 
ercising as they pleased and do harm 
and but little inconvenience resulted. The 
range of temperature did not seem great 
enough to disturb even the ba . 
The last of August and the first ot Sep- 
tember told another story. Every one must 
ha ve noticed how the babies wilted in the 
recent heat. It istrue the milk spoiled more 


rapidly, but this was not enough to explala 


the rapid changes, as the weather quickly 
became hot. “A few days ago I saw a baby 
caught in a jam in a hot car rapidly develop 
the effects of heat. It was easy to see what 
the trouble was with that baby. This 
thought came to my mind—babies by the 
hundreds are wilting just this way all over 
Chicago. Would that there was some way 
that the picture of suffering in this child 
could be of use in protecting other children 
against overcrowding, overfeeding, and 
overdressing in hot weather! 

People have always been afraid of the 
degree of heat sufficient to cause sunstroke, 
but when the heat was less, sunlight has 
usually been thought to be harmless or even 
helpful. People even go ta a lot of expense 
and trouble to get a healthy tan. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, sunlight is helpful. Equally as 
a matter of fact, sunlight is harmful. There- 
fore let us try to find out under what cirt- 
cumstances it helps and under what it 
harms, 


~ 
The ordinary ray of light is composed of 
a heat portion, a light portion, and a mid- 
zone in which are found both heat and light 
effects. At one end of the bar are the long 
waves which make heat. At the other end 
of the bar are the short waves which have 
an actinic effect. In the middle is the zone 
where the waves make both light and heat, 
though the actinic violence is not as great 
as at its proper end. Now every man who 
assumes to use light and heat in treating 
sick people must be able to analyze the ef- 
fects of the different parts of the light ray. 
On the other hand, that sunlight is an 
antiseptic is certain. Tuberele bacilli ex- 
posed to it die in ten minutes. In killing 
germs the ultra violet end of the light is more 
powerful than the heat end. Heat will kill 
tubercle bacilli, but heat no greater than 
that of the sunbeam requires hours to kill 
them. A few seconds of exposure to the 
ultra violet end will kill as thoroughly as 
many minutes of exposure to the heat end. 
A lesser intensity at the ultra violet end is as 
killing as a greater intensity at the heat end. 


On the other hand, the ultra violet end does 


not penetrate at all well. The effect is 
usually superficial. For example, when 
water is being sterilized with ultra violet 
rays, it has been found necessary to filter 
out all foreign matter. Even air bubbles 
will stop some of the effects of the rays. The 
heat waves penetrate some substances bet- 
ter than others, but go through all ordinary 
substances very well indeed.

Taking up some of the uses of light: When- 
ever the object is to sterilizé, sunlight is all 
right, and the more the better. Around s 
house sunlight is a necessity. The walls 
of the house pick tp organic matter from 
the air, This decomposes and causes un- 
pleasant odors, and in it some disease bav- 


teria, typhoid, tubercle, blastomycetes, the 


bacteria of colds, live and sometimes mul- 
tiply. The soil is polluted by the various 
things which happen around where people 
live and work. Dark rooms, underground 


‘habitations, basement and subbasement 


workshops, are good “ catching” places, 
however sanitary they are built and how- 
ever cleanly they are maintained. Do not 
forget this. No person should try to work 
or live where the sun cannot shihe. 

In addition to the house need there is 
the human need of sunshine. Men must 
have sunshine, else their blood becomes poor 
in red coloring matter, and from this all 
their tissues get in bad condition. Mole 
men are pale, often flabby, and generally 
susceptible to colds and other contagion. 
They work at low efficiency. 8 

— 

Now, the average man, agreeing with the 
argument for sunshine, will say right away, 
“Tf a little is good, more is better,“ or It 
is impossible to get too much of a good 
thing.” Because a thing is good it does 
not follow that more of it is better. Too 
much of a good thing is a bad thing. Toe 
much sunshine is not a good thing. Sun- 
shine is as bad for some things as it is good 
for others. Witness the views of Maj. 
Woodruff of the United States army. 4 
number of years ago this physician wrote 
a most interesting book entitled “ The Ef- 
fects of Tropical Light on White Men.” 
In the July American Medicine he has pub- 
lished “The Harmful Effects of Small 
Amounts of Heat and Light.” The reader 


may or may not agree with hig principal 
conclusion that immigrants do not prosper 


except in climates pretty much the same as 
those to which they are accustomed. But 
there is a wealth of information in the 
article, much. of it bearing on such prob- 


»lems of public health as the relation of sun- 


light and heat to consumption, baby illness, 
pneumonia, as well as a discussion of the 
broader questions of the adaptabilities of 
certain races to various types of climate. 

A while ago Mr. Dooley quoted the Stand- 
ard Oil company as advertising A foine 
assortment’ of naytional rulers, all grades 
an’ colors to match. the climate,” and as 
having received this telegram: “ Nicaragoo, 
July 8.—What can ye quote us, dark prisi- 
dint f. o. b. N. V.?“ It is the opinion of De. 
Woodruff that if a people do not match 
their climate they do not get on very well.

But leaving aside those broad questions, 
we find some views on heat in relation to 
certain diseases — views that it is worth our 
while to think about. He says: Qulte a 
number of tropical practitioners ha ve no- 
ticed the higher the air temperatures rise 
above 80 degrees the more difficult it is to 
cure certain cuses, and that above 90 de- 
grees they die like the city babies in a hot 
wave, but that a storm which lowers the 
temperature below 80 will cure cases 
apparently moribund. 80 if is now suggest- 
ed to cool all hospital wards where the air 
temperature is over 80 degrees.“ 

Will not somebody suggest that some of 
the money now spent by hospitals on marble 
and nickel and other foolish trash he spent 
on keeping the wards cool in summer? 


When a hospital is built at a per bed cost of 


33.000 to $5,000, it is safe e say that al 


above $1,000 goes to finery aad foolishness. 
How many lives could be saved by spend- 
ing this to keep the air cool in summer and 
pure in winter! 


— 

For many years consumption specialists 
have been agreed that their patients did 
better in winter than in summer. Every 


sanitarium for consumption dreads hot 
weather. Tue reason is several fold. 

Our present method of curing consump- 
tion is very crude. The proper method will 
de to use a remedy that will go directly after 
the bacillus—a specific remedy- but that is 
for the future: The present method is to 
feed up the body, hoping that, in the great 
overflow of built up vitality the bacillus may 
be overcome—a very crude and inefficient 
procedure, even though it does suffice with 
a large percentage of the early cases. Con- 
sumption requires a great deal of food. A 
consumptive doing no labor requires as much 
food as a well man doing heavy labor. Fur 
thermore, the foods that do good are rich 
in fat—great heat makers. In cold weather 


a man can take this great volume of food, E 


burn it up into the force to fight his disease, 
and then give off the gurplus heat to the cold 
air around him. In summer the need of food 
is present, but how can the excess heat be 
disposed of? The air will not take it. There- 
fore, when he tries to eat as much as he 
should he suffers enough harm from the 
excess of food and heat to offset any good. 
Woodruff says that the body works at a 
disadvantage in a warm atmosphere. This 
disadvantage makes no great difference 
when no disease is present, but, with a 
consumptive, it may be just enough to rob 
him of his chance of recovery. 

„Whenever the air goes above 80 de- 
grees the body is put under a strain; when 
it goes over 98 degrees the strain is very 
great.” 

~- 

To the harm of heat Woodruff would add 

the harm of an excess of light—both the 


part that can be seen and that that cannot 


be. In his judgment, excess of light does 
not do so much barm as excess of heat, but 
it does enough and to spare. He quotes 
Rollier, who has a sun cure in Switzerland, 
as saying that his patients do not begin to 
do well until their skins get heavily tagned 
—thus keeping out the light. Rollier ad- 
mits that blondes who will not tan will not 
improve at his cure and that hig results are 
best in winter, because there is less light 
and more cloud. The argument is that sun- 
light helps by sterilizing the air and the 
soil, but that its direct effect on the patient 
is more harmful than belpful. 

There are several very practical sides to 
all of this. One is that consumptives 
should keep cool in summer. The most 
practical procedure in this country is to go 
into higher altitudes when their physical 
condition will permit. Woodruff says each 
250 feet of altitude, so far as temperature 
is concerned, equals one degree of latitude. 
It seems to be good judgment for the young, 
vigorous consumptive to keep at or near the 
snow line. In the Selkirks or Canadian 
Rockies this does not mean an elevation 
much higher than 5,000 feet. In the Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, and Montana mountains, it 
requires nearer 10,000 feet. In the late 
summer the patient can seek a lower alti- 
tude. 

Eventually, some of the money now spent 
on frills in some sanitaria will be spent in 
flooding the rooms with chilled air in sum- 
mer; a wide open construction for winter 
convertible into a cold room construction 
for summer. 

o 

Another practical suggestion from Wood- 
ruff’s paper is that we should vary the tem- 
perature conditions for different people. 
Negroes stand atmospheric temperatures be- 
teen 80 degrees and 98 degrees better than 
white people. Their black skins keep out 
the harmful effects of light and heat. Their 
color makes them absorb heat better and 
also radiate it better than white people. 
Whenever tiie air temperature is lower than 
98 degrees, the body temperature is the 
higher of the two and a good radiator places 
a body at advantage. A black body is the 
better radiator. Whenever the air tem- 
perature goes over 98 degrees it is hotter 
than the human body, the radiator quits 
working, and the absorber gets busy. Then 
a black skin is a bad equipment. As Wood- 
ruff says, “The tropical negro not only 
hides in huts in midday to escape overheat- 
ing, but must also- huddle up indoors at 
night when the temperature is below 70, as 
he chills so easily by radiation.” In cold 
weather his nostrils do not heat up the air 
well, and, in addition, his black skin radistes 
heat rapidly.’ Therefore g Pullman porter 
will keep his car at 80 if the passengers will 
allow him. A negro’s house ig generally 
overheated and illy ventilated.

How Grant Awakened Republican Party from Lethargy.

OUR features of the presidential cam- 
paign of 1880 which the light of his- 
tory has served to make more and more 
impressive as the years pass were, 
first, the failure of the Democratic na- 
tional convention to renominate Samuel J. 
Tilden for president; second, the imcorpora- 
tion into the Democratic platform of a de- 


mand for a tariff for revenue, the first na- 


tional plank of the sort since civil war days; 
thind, the defeat of the brilliantly conceived 
and skillfully prepared attempt to nominate 
Gen. Grant for the presidency for a third 
term at the Republican national convention; 
and, fourth, the nomination of Gen. James A. 
Garfield, then senator elect from Ohio, to- 
gether with a curious lethargy which seemed 
to possess the Republican party until Octo- 
ber of the presidential year, when of a sud- 
den there came a change three weeks before 
election which forecast the triumph of the 
Republican national ticket. 

History will not record the defeat of the 
attempt to nominate Gen. Grant for a third 
term as the important feature of the cam- 
palgn. The movement, which had gained 
strength, was ended in a public letter from 
Gey. Grant saying he would not accept the 
nomination even if it were made at the con- 


vention of 1876. 7 
Conkling’s Work for Grant.

associates to nominate Gen. Grant in 1880 
was not publicly acknowledged until late in 
the fall of 1879. Senator Conkling was acting 
in codperation with Senator Don M. Cameron 
of Pennsylvania, who at that time was 
chairman of the Republican national com- 
mittee, and with Gen. John A. Logan of 
IiMnois, who Was senator from that state. 
Senator Cameron promised to secure the un- 
divided support of the Pennsylvania dele- 
gates and Gen. Logan undertook aleo to de- 
liver the vote of the Ilinois delegates, acting 
as a unit, to the support of Gen Grant. 

Up to about the first of March, 1880, it 
seemed that the plans of Conkling and the 
others would be successful, when suddenly 
Judge W. H. Robertson of New York an- 
nounced that he with some twenty other del- 
egates would not consider themselves bound 
by the resolutions of the convention which 
had instructed the entire delegation to vote 
as a unit for Gen. Grant. 

Meanwhile Republicans who were in favor 
of the nomination of some other candidate 
than Gen. Grant were not idle. N 

Immediately after the last of the nominat - 
ing speeches had been made—they were de- 
livered on a Saturday—the convention ad- 
journed over Sunday, to take the first ballot 
on Monday. On that ballot Grant received 
304 votes, Blaine 284, Sherman 93, Edmunds 
34, Washburne 30, Windom 10, and Gar- 


field 1. 
Garfield Won Nomination. 


The balloting continued until twenty-seven 
had been taken. Upon the thirty-fourth bal- 
lot Wisconsin cast thirty-four votes for Gar- 
field. Every delegate knew what that change 
indicated. On the next ballot Indiana fol- 
lowed Wisconsin, and on the thirty-sixth bal- 
lot practically all of the Blaine and Sherman 
support was transferred to Gen. Garfield, and 
the ‘tellers reported that Garfield had re- 
ceived 309 votes, nominating him; Grant, 306, 
and Blaine, 42. 

During the recess of the convention which 
followed the nomination of Garfield the Ohio 
delegation, through its representatives, ap- 
proached the New York delegation and of- 
fered to support the nomination of Levi P. 
Morton of New York for vice president. 
This was done for the purpose of conciliat- 
ing Senator Conkling and the Grant element 
of New York state. Mr. Morton, having 
been advised by Senator Conkling, declined 
the offer. It.was then renewed, Ohio prom- 
ising its support of the nomination of Gen. 
Chester A. Arthur for vice president. Had 
Senator Conkling’s wish been observed by 
Gen. Arthur, he, too, would have declined 
the nomination. But Arthur said: “To be 
nominated for vice president by a Repub- 
lican national convention is @ very great 
nor. I shall accept the nomination [f & is 
made It was made when the convention 
gathered for the final meeting. 

Two weeks after the Republican conven- 
tion had adjourned the Democratic party met 
in national convention in Cincinnati.

with the Democratic party, served to bring 
him preémtnently before the people.

only. For the first timesince the civil war the 
Democracy took that stand.

In the four of the following year, the first 
for which the Glidden trophy wae offered, 
thirty-five cars competed, and Percy P. 
Perce, driving a Pierce car, captured the 
trophy. The run of 870 miles had its start 
and finish in New York. Iteitinerary includ- 
ed Hartford, Bretton Woods, Concord, and 
Worcester. 

Four other cars finished the run with clean 
scores. No official observers were carried. 
Instead the contestants watched the per- 

tormances of other competing care and at the 
* end of the tour they voted for the three en- 
trants whose cars in their opinion had made 

the best records. At that time the Glidden

The tour of 1906 was a 1,195 mile run from 
Buffalo to Bretton Woods, N. H., by way of

which started forty-mine competed for the 
Glidden trophy and the others were in a divi- 
sion for which the Deming eup was offered. 
In this tour Percy Piercé, driving a Pierce 
car, again was awarded the Clidden trophy, 
while the Deming cup was given to C. W. 
Kelsey. who drove a Maxswdil. 

Starting at Cleveland, the 1907 tour ran 
west to ee then tee Indiana, Ohio, 


Penneylvania, and New Jersey to New York 
City, where it terminated, covering a dis- 
tance of 1,570 miles. For this run the deed of 
gift of the Glidden trephy was so changed 
that the award was made to the club whose 
team finished with the greatest number of 
points to its credit. Originally the trophy 
was offered for competition to members of 
any automobile club affiliated with or recog- 
nized by the American Automobile associa- 
tion. 

The event was patticipated in by elghty- 
two cars, fifty-two of which competed for the 
Glidden trophy, fourteen for the Hower 
trophy for runabouts, and the other cars 
were in the nonoontestint section. The main 
trophy was won by the Automobile club of 


Buffalo. 


The following year “the Giidden prize again 
wae competed for by club teams. The tour 
started at Buffalo and finished at Saratoga 
Springs, N. T., covering 1,670 miles. The 
Buffalo Automobile club, comprising three 
Pierce-Arrow care; the Columbus ' Automo- 
bile club team of three Peerless cara, and the 
Chicago Motor club team made up of two 
Hayries care and she Oldsmobile, were tied 
for the Gliddew trophy. To evolve a winner 
it was decided to rum the tied cars from Sar- 
atoga to Boffalo and then over the original 
route. There was no run off, however, and in 
consequence the trophy was not awarded, 

For the 1000 tour the deed of gift for the 
Glidden trophy was again amended that it 
might de won by an individual, who could 
retain ft until it was won by another. The 
tour started from Detroit and finished at 
Kansas City, the distance being 2,637 milea. 
There wae another contest for runabouts 
for which the Hower trophy wae offered. A 
third trophy for cars with miniature tonneaus 


* was given by the city of Detroit. The Glid- 


den and the Hower trophies were won by 
Pierce-Arrow cars and the Detroit prize was 
captured by a Chalmers car.

The 1910 tour started from Cincinnati, O., 
ran south to Dallas, Tex.; north through 
Oklahoma and Kansas to Omaha, Neb.; then 
east across Iowa and Illinois, finishing at 
Chicago. The distance covered was 2,851 
miles and the time occupied was sixteen run- 
ning days. The contest was conducted under 
grade 2, reliability contest rules for the Glid- 
den trophy for touring cars, and for the Chi- 
cago trophy for runabouta, including minia- 
ture tonneaus and double and single rumbles. 

Last year the tour started from New York 
City and finished at Jacksonville, Fla. It 
passed through ten states, covering a dis- 
tance of 1,460.6 miles. The Glidden trophy 
was offered for the team of three cars mak- 
ing the best score, and the prize went to the 
Maxwell trio, which finished perfect. 

For the tour this year the main prise will be 
the Glidden trophy. It will be awarded to 
the team of three cars which covers the route 
with the | number of points penalty to its 
debit.

capital city of Australia, scored a 

point for the Chicago school of 
architecture, for this young architect was 
for five years a partner of Frank Wright and 
with him drew courage and inspiration for 
original design from the example and pre 
cept of Louis Sullivan. These men and s 
few others, feeling that the historic schools 
and classic orders of architecture are not 
responsive to modern needs or expressive of 
the modern art impulse, have abandoned all 
the old familiar lines and ornaments and ex- 
perimented, in some cases with fine success, 
in original systems of design. 

The Australian prise, however, was given 
for a city plan rather than for designs of 
buildings. The city, which is still unnamed, 
is to be laid out and built for a capital on

g fresh ground, as was the city of Washington, 


because neither Melbourne nor Sydney was 
willing that the other town should have the 
honor. This new capital of the federated 
provinces of Australia is to be in a hilly 
region about seventy-five miles from the sea 
and almost equally distant from the two pro- 
vincial rival cities. The site is magnificent, 
lying in a triangular valley cornered by 
three mountains each about 2,700 feet high, 
two of which are in the city limits, while far 
in the distance, on an axis with one of these 
mountains and the knoll on which Mr. Griffin 
has placed his capitol, rises, above and be- 
yond the latter's roof line, the white summit 
of a snow capped peak, ene cf the highest 
of Australia. 


— 
The plan is remarkable for completeness 
and beauty, taking advantage of every rise 
of ground, every depression, every fine view, 
so simply as to seem almost obvious in its 
selection of the best possible thing to do—for 
a fine solution of a serious and difficult prob- 
lem always seems obvious after it is made. 
The capitol, situated on a high kholl, contains 
the executive offices of the federal govern- 
ment, and Tower on the hill, one at each side 
in spacious grounds, are the residences of 
the governor general and the premier. These 
three face the parliament bullding, which 
stands somewhat lower at the head of a long 
lagoon. Around this lagoon the depart- 
mental buildings are grouped in a manner 
which suggtsts the court of honor of the Co- 
lumbian exposition; and as our lagoon led 
through the peristyle to Lake Michigan, 80 
this one leads to an artificial lake, oval in 
form and a mile long, which with a group of 
larger pools is to be made in the depres- 
sions by damming the Molongio river below 
the town. Across the oval lagoon are gar- 
dens which contain the recreation group 
of buildings—stadium, opera house, and the- 
ater, museum, baths, gymnasium, etc., with 
a central avenue leading to the casino at the 
foot of Mount Ainslie.

Two municipal centers form a triangle with 
the capitol, one the administration center, 
with the city hall, postoffice, banks, etc., the 
other the market center, beyond which is 
thé cathedral, and still farther the military 
barracks ofa high. moll. The avenue con- 
necting these two centers will be the -prin- 
cipal shopping street, and other diagona! 
avenues between high points, in the manner 
of Washington, are a strong feature of the 
plan. In the triangle formed by these broad 
avenues is the usual crisscross of streets, 
these being narrow and not intended for im- 
portant traffic. 

Speaking of city planning, Birge Harrison, 
ini Art and Progress, records the opinion that 
Quebec, New Orleans, and Charleston are 
the most beautiful American’ cities, and he 
thinks thi “is jargely due to their having 
‘Deen built to meet certain sogial and climatic 
conditions which could not be overcame or 
avoided.” In Quebec every ray of bun- 
light had to be courted, and the heavy Cane- 
dian snowfall required high pitched, slop- 
ing roofs.”

We of Chicago who halt and palaver over 
the large and costly municipal improve- 
ments called for by cur proposed city plan 
should reflect upon the new improvemem 
project, which, according to the Architectural 
Record,, the city of Paris is quietly under- 
taking. : 

Paris already enjoys a fair degree of farne 
as a city beautiful, and her area and pop- 
ulation would seem to make her, less im- 
portant and less financially capable than 
Chicago; yet without much talk or protest 
she is committing herself to the expenditure 
during the next fifteen or twenty years a 
$160,000,000 for municipal improvements. 
Over half of this enormous sum is to be used 
for schools, hospitals, water supply, street 
work, public buildings, squares, and gardens, 
and the fight against tuberculosis, while 
$86,000,000 is to be devoted to city beautifylig 
work, the extension of traffic arteries, etc. 

Nor is Paris the only French city to be im- 
proved. The “ town extension bill,“ recently 
passed by the chamber, provides that within 
five years each urban district containing 10,- 
000 or more people shall prepare a plan for 
its improvement and extension. This plan 
shall determine the position of public gar- 
dens, squares, te., shall fix the width and 
direction of roads, the manner of construct- 
ing houses, and “ establish the proper de- 
velopment of the town u hygienic and ar- 
tistic Uunes.“ 

Each plan, after official approval, must be 
subject to public criticism for one year be- 
fore the council of state authorizes its adop- 
tion; once adopted, all improvements must 
accord with it. 

~~ 

Great Britain also has a town planning act, 
and Germany has long been the leader in 
this movement. The awakening of American 
eritics has been slow, indeed. We fall in 


reluctantly toward the end of a great in- 
ternational procession, and while foreign | 
cities are spending hundreds of millions as 
a matter of course, we cough and haggle and 
faiter over even such necessary improve- 
ments as the construction of a proper har- 
bor and keep our hands too firmly placed 
upon our pockets. 

A minor essay of the federal government 
in city planning is the new neve) station 
at Laké Bluff, whieh the writer saw re- 
cently for the first time. Here the archi- 
tect was offered a beautiful site, and some 
three millions or more to spend on build- 
ings and grounds. It was a magnificent op- 
portunity to build a beautiful and endur- 
ing monument, and it was given, fitly 
enough, to Jarvis Hunt, an able, educated 
architect of the state in which the improve- 
ment was to be made.

The result is one of the saddest disap- 
pointments which ever affronted the people's 
hopes; one which should not pass without 
due comment, because architecture, more 
than any of the smaller arts, is enduring 
and inescapable. A bad play is but a mo- 
ment’s misery; a bad picture may be ban- 
ished to the attic; even a bad statue, like 
the Columbus of hapless memory, may be 
deposed from its pedestal; but bad build- 
ings of massive and fireproof masonry like 
these must in all probability stay where 
they are until the crack of doom, It be- 
comes, therefore, an imperative public duty 
to hold their designer strictly to account 
before the people of Illinois and of the na- 
tion. 

When one thinks what an architect of 
sensitive intuition and taste might have done 
with $8,000,000 on these beautiful high green 
levels over the lake, it becomes the more 
surprising the® Mr. Hunt should have 
achieved such a miracle of ineptitude. The 
central group looks like some mid-Vietorian 
English monumental essay of an inconceiv- 
able squareness and massiveness. Bricks 
are good, honest building material, even 
beautiful when properly used; but here we 
have tons upon tons of them piled up with 
a thickness and squareness and ruthiess mo- 
notony which seems the nightmarish ful- 
fillment of some brickmaker’s dream. And 
these mountain loads of brick are set off 
with flourishes of brown stone even heavier 
than they.

How I Became a Successful Buyer. 


Authorized Interview by George W. Stearns. 
TICKING to the job that offered the 
best opportunities for future advance 

ment and profiting by my early mis- 

takes are the two factors most respon- 

sible for whatever degree of success 
I have attained in the business world, and 
I believe the same principle applies just as 
forcefully today as it did when I began earn- 
ing my own living thirty years ago. 

When I was a youngster making $2.50 a 
week as a stock boy in the wholesale house 
of Marshal! Field & Co. the temptation was 
strong to quit and take a job in a bank at 86 
a week. I would have done so had it not 
been for my parents, who were more far- 
seeing than I was. They induced me to stick, 
and I have never had cause to regret it. In 
later years I refused many offers of posi- 
tions that paid higher~-salaries simply be- 
cause I knew the future held betfer opportu- 
nities for me if I remained with Marshall 
Field & Co. 

When I quit school to go to work I had ne 
idea of ever becoming head of the millinery 
department in a great store. Strange as it 
may seem, however, my grandmother was 
in the millinery business,.and my mother 
also had a thorough knowledge of it. Pos- 
Adly I inherited some of their qualificationa. 
Anyhow I never had any desire to follow 
manufacturing, which was the line of work 
my father was engaged in. 

After I had acquired a fair education at the 
public schools in Valparaiso, Ind., which was 
my birthplace, my parents decided it was 
time for me to go to work. Father was in 
business then at Joliet and one day when 
I was sent to the newspaper office on an er- 
rand the man at the counter asked me if I 
would like to work there. 

Tou seem to be a pretty active boy,“ he 
said, ‘‘and that’s the kind we need around 
here.“ . 

I took the job and held ſt for some time, 
but had to quit when my parents moved to 
Chicago, There my father secured me a 
Place in Marshall Field & Co.'s wholesale 
house. I went to work as stock boy in the 
notion department, which included a wide 
variety of merchandjse. The first day I was 
told to take care of the corsets and to keep 
the boxes dusted and in order. 

By 9:30 I had dusted the stock, and as 
there didn’t seem to be anything else to do, 
I went over it again. When! finished it was 
still an hour until noon, so I dusted the en- 
tire stock à third time. After lunch 1 
started at it again and was hard at work 
when the manager asked me how many times 
I had dusted the boxes. 

Four times! he exclaimed. “ Why, once 
a day is enough. The trouble with the boy 
before you was that he didn’t even do that.”

Discouraged at Small Pay. 

I worked two weeks before I found out 
what pay I was to receive. The firm paid 
bi-weekly, and when I got my envelope with 
only $5 in it I was pretty much discouraged. 
That night I had a long talk with my father 
and mother as to the advisability of starting 
in some other lime that paid better. It was 
while we were looking into the matter that 
the opportunity came for me to start in a 
bank at $6 a week. The temptation was 
great to make the change, but my parents 
and uncle finally convinced me that the fu- 
ture opportunities were better with Marshall 
Field & Co. Six weeks later my pay was in- 
creased to $3 a week, and ip aix months 0 
was getting 34. 

Since then, Whenever I have had an oppor- 
tunity to change to other positions at an in- 
creased salary, I never felt the same inclina- 
tion to quit my job as I had in the first in- 
stance. I feel now that if a young man ts 
working for one of the largest and best firms 
in any line and is satisfying his employers, 
his best course is to stick rather than make 
changes. Of course, conditions may modify 
certain cases, but I have found that there is 
no lack of opportunity for me. It is always 
there if I qualify myself for it. 

In those days corsets and hoopskirts were 
big lines in more than one sense. The stock 
in my department was taken care of by a man 
who was also expected to sell goods. I began 
to help him, and gradually took over all of 
his stock work. That kept me busy all the 
time. It wasn't long until a stock boy was 
needed on the main floor, and the reputation 
I had made in taking care of the corset stock 
secured the place forme. It was an advance- 
ment, because it brought me out into the big 
room under the personal attention of John 
G. McWilliama, one of the partners in th 

* 
Began Waiting on Small Trade. 

(After I had been there a short time Ivolun- 
teered to help the salesmen whenever they 
hed large orders to fill, and in that way I 
got a general knowledge of the merchandise 
carried. Occasionally, when a small cus- 
tomer came in and the salesmen were busy, 
I helped out by making sales, the regular 
salesman taking credit for the orders. Many 
lines of goods were sold by price lists, and the 
salesmen carried these figures in books. I 
had a liking for tabulating prices, and made 
up a number of such books, for which the 
salesmen paid me 50 cents each. I also made 
a price book for myself, although I wasn't a 
salesman. 

Gradually the usher began to call me to 
wait on the small trade, and I found that was 
one of the best ways to learn, because ot the 
questions these customers asked. Another 
class of trade I waited on was buyers from 
other wholesale houses, In filling mail or- 
ders, if their firms did not have certain arti- 
cles, they went around to various wholesale 
houses and bought them. I made their ac- 
quaintance in that nay and these buyers 

tor me regularly. 

pg that time I was not reeegnized as a 

an, and the others got credit for all 
my work. Finally I asked Mr. McWilliams 
to give me credit for my. sales, explaining 
the number of persons I waited on and the 
amounts I sold. He assented and placed my 
name on the list asa salesman. | was then 
the youngest salesman in the employ of the 
firm. My sales increased and promotion 
came.

Became a Salesman. 

When the firm moved from the old brick 
building at Madison and Market streets to 
the new building on Adame, Fifth avenue. 
and Quincy street, a new arrangement of 
departments became necessary, and I was 
made second in charge of the wholesale rib- 
bon department. Subsequently the manager 
of that department was given charge of other 
linea, and my work was increased to include 
knitted woolen goods, parasols, umbrellas, 
and fans. It was during the absence of my 
chief that my first attempts at buying were 
made. 

I recall that during one season when my 
chief was in Burope I conceived the idea thas 
polka dotted ribbons would be a good line 
to order, and I acted on the inspiration. Later 
I found the season was a good one for al- 
most everything except polka dotted rib- 
bons. 
Hike hot cakes, but those polka dots stayed 
with us for several seasons as a constant 
reminder of my early mistake. 

The knitted woolen goods and fan depart- 
ments also furnished me with some experi- 
ence in buying. One winter I remember es- 
pecially that we ordered about the usual 
quantity of ear muffs, and the season proved 
unusually severe, stimulating the sale of 
ear muffs to an unprecedented extent. This 
induced me to place a much larger order for

These experiences showed me some of the 
difficulties 6f successful buying. Another 
time when my chief was away a representa- 
tive of a large umbrella factory made me 
rather an unusual proposition. His concern 
had accumulated from season to season cer- 
tain quantities of umbrella handles of odd 
shapes, and had decided it was time to clean 
up all the remaining bots Our ordinary 
buying would not enable us to use such smal! 
quantities in any one number as that manu- 
facturer could supply, and ipst how to han- 
die the lot was a problem. There was no 
doubt as to the values offered, because the

Hit on Profitable Idea. 

After studying the problem for some time 
1 dit on an Idea that to my knowledge had 
never before been used. It was to take the 
entire quantity of handles, have them made 
up into umbrellas on certain cloth, and pack 
them 100 in a case, with assorted handles. A 
case of these umbrellas was placed on display 
in the department and samples were given to 
-the traveling salesmen. The entire stock 
was sold only by the case, and it caught on 
tremendously with our trade. All were sold 
tn a short time, and the idea was used to ad- 
vantage later. 

I spent several years under the chief of that 
department and had considerable experience 
buying in a small way. The taste I formed 
in making small transactions was respone!ble 
for the firm keeping me in mind when there 
came a chance to have a department of my 
own. I was always ambitious and sometimes 
overconfident. 

Not long after that the opportunity oc- 
curred. It was not such a one as I had ex- 
pected, however, because, having been 
trained in the wholesale house, I had little 
reason to expect my chance to come from 
the retail store. A change from the wholesale 
to the retail was unusual, and I was as sur- 
prised as any one when told I was to be 
placed n charge of the retail millinery de- 
partment. Notwithstanding my ambition 


meaning of the undertaking I might not have 
had the courage to tackle It. 

Millinery is apart from the general line of 
dry goods, and among the millinery trade the 
action of the firm in placing an untried man 
m such a position was considered little short 
of sensational. The experiment was watched 
with great interest, the feeling among the 
millinery trade being that only a millinery 
man could makea success. 3 our house has 
always had different ideas on the subjectand 
frequently has placed men in charge of cer- 
tain lines who were not familiar with the 
merchandise in those departments. It Is the 
firm’s policy to base an estimate of its judg- 
ment on the man and his ability to master 
conditions existing in the new line rather than 
on his previous experience or knowledge of 
that particular kind of merchandise. 

I had had no previous experience in mil- 
Mnery, but I came over from the whole- 
sale house and sat down at my desk in charge 
of a department about which I knew little or 
nothing. I soon found that I had to learn 
more than I had any idea of. ~ 

The policy of Marshall Field & Co. and of 
other firms in promoting men from the ranks 
to fill higher positions is a great incentive 
to employés generally, and I believe t creates 
a better feeling of loyalty than is the case 
where outsiders are brought in to fill vacan- 
cles My case was an instance of that kind.

Profited by Mistakes. 

Boon after taking my new position it be- 
came necessary for me to do some buying. 
Lacking khowledge myself, I used the knowl- 
edge of other poeple in the department as 
much as possible. This was frequently good, 
as far ae selections of styles were concerned, 


but was of little benefit in judging prices and 


quantities. The spring season was on and 
a trip east was necessary to go through the 
various manufacturers’ and importers’ lines 
to select merchandise. 

I made the trip and placed orders. Soon 
the goods began to arrive. My orders had 
been placed almost exclusively with the lead- 
ing and best firme and when the merchandise 
came it was pronounced good as to styles, 
colorings and qualities. It also developed 
that the goods were purchased at favorable 
prices. 

It would seem from this that everything 
was all right, but that wasn’t true. One 
serious mistake had been made and that was 
in regard to the quantity. Whether my 
wholesale training had accustomed me to 
large quantities, or whether my ideas re- 
garding the amount needed by the retall de- 
partment were exaggerated, in some way a 
quantity greatly in excess of the require- 
ments of the department was ordered. 

It wasn't long until we all appreciated that 
we were in trouble—the new buyer had over- 
bought. It became necessary to push the 
selling to the utmost, and the house, realiz- 
— I had more than I could handle, gave me

What seemed in the first place a disaster 

proved in reality to be a cloud with a silver 


Hning. The miHinery department up to 


without profit. 


It had been doing too small a business 
comparison with other departments, afd 
was in rather an undeveloped state. With 
our overstocked condition it became neces- 
Sary fer us to increase our floor displays, 
use extra space in the windows and adopt 
new ideas in regard to pricimg and merchan- 
dising the millinery line. 

At the end of the year the sales of the de- 
partment showed an increase over any pre- 
ceding year, but the business had been done 
In fact, it was at a consider- 
able logs, but as a result the millinery de- 
partment was brought to the attention of 
Chicago people and we occupied a new and 
stronger position, both with our customers 
and the firme we did business with. That 
was in 1900. 

As @ millinery buyer I had failed to man- 
age the business on a profitable basis. I 
suppose I held the record for losing moge 
in one year than any retall buyer had ever 
lost in the same length of time. Other firms 
might have said, “* We've had enough of this 
experiment,” but at the end of the year the 
management said to me:

Built Up Large Business. 


“You have served your apprenticeship. 
Now we will just turn over the page on the 
last year and let you really begin with the 
year just opening.” 

That was good, strong support and I couldn't 
help but appreciate it. It marked a change 
in the conduct of the millinery devartment of 
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the Store, anf after that I got the work in 
better shape. Perhaps the lesson T learned 
that first year is one of the best things that 
could happen to a buyer. It showed the firm, 
as well a me, that in order to build up a large 
business we would have to broaden our lines. 
At that time we had one salesroom for 
trimmed hats and one for untrimmed min- 
nesy. The first effort we made was to divide 
the trimmed millinery salesroom and open 
another for the sale of trimmed hate at more 
moderate prices than then prevailed. Later 
we made another division, separating the 
street hats from the more dressy styles. 
Another division separated the misses and 
children’s hats from the other lines. 


“Sixth Sense Ability Required. 
During my early years of buying enough 
mistakes were made to require some special 
outlet for disposing of surplus goods, and 
this suggested the idea of opening a miliinery 
section in the basement. The business done 


there goon. indicated that something more 


than buying mistakes was desirable, so mer- 
chandise was pudchased direct for the base- 
mem. That department grew so rapidly 
that the amount of goods sent down from 
the upstairs section constantly decreased. 

For several years I tried doing ail the buy- 
lug personally, but with the growth of the 
businesa thie became too much for me and 
as 4 result of overwork I was obliged to 
take several months’ enforced absence. The 
result of that wae the formation of our pres 
ent buying organization. Each of the seven 
millinery salesrooms now has its own buyer, 
as has also the three workrooms, where in- 
di vid uab buyers purchase all materials for the 
workmen. After that I went less frequently 
on buying trips. 

The millinery department has now grown 
to such proportions that it is necessary for 
buyers to make four trips to Europe and 
twenty different persons go east each year to 
purchase goods. 

Buyers frequently make mistakes, but in 
taking note of them I always remember my 
own experience. As long as they are not 
too frequent, or too big, I don’t consider them 
of great importance. Millinery is a hard 


line to buy because of its changeableness. . 


It is hard to explain how a buyer knows 
what to buy, as much of the stock is pur- 
chased in advance. His ability might al- 
most be called a sixth sense.” Every mu- 
linery buyer makes enough mistakes to keep 
him in a humble frame of mind, yet he must 
make enough correct guesses to overbalance 
his errors of judgment. 
s *s 
Buyers Help Manufacturers. 

Successful buyers are a great help to manu- 
facturers who do not come in contact with 
the retail trade. They know the demand that 
exists for certain goods and make many help- 
ful suggestions to the firms that turn out the 
merchandise. There should never be any 
antagonism between salesmen and buyers. 
Their codperation at all times means success 
for both. 

Not all new ideas are worth as much as 
they may seem to be at first. One day my 
attention was called to the apparent value 
of raffia as a hat material, and 1 bad some 
of the women in our workrooms Weave sev- 
eral hats. These were placed on sale and 
sold readily. Then, for some reason, the de- 
mand ceased. Instead, there were frequent 
calls for wire frames, and we did a big busi- 
ness in that line. On investigating I found 
that the few raffia hats we hd sold were 
being used as models in the schools, where 
the art of making them was being taught. 

Since I took charge of the millinery depart- 
ment its business has increased more than 
ten times. After the first year a member of 
the firm named a figure as the goal for which 
I should strive. That goal now represents 
one-sixth of the total business done by the 
department. 

After thirty years in the employ of Mar- 
shall Field & Co. I am truly glad that I stuck 


to my $2.50 a week job instead of accepting 


the bank position at $6 a week.

Y entire life has been spent in 

working along strictly organized 
lines. Since I was thrown out to 
shift for myself at the age of 20 I 
have been engaged in moving the 
world’s goods by selling them. 

Success met me the first day I went on 
the road, took me by the hand, and has been 
my constant companion ever since. 

In all the years I have spent selling mer- 
chandise I have never called upon a man 
without first formulating a distinct, definite 
proposition that when properly presented 
would result in securing his order. 

**I switched from line to line, always pro- 
gressing, until I became the highest salaried 
and undoubtedly the most successful sales- 
men of railway supplies in America. 

“I want to impress upon you that every 
day marked a step forward for me. I was 
meking the most of my time, not only in sell- 
ing material and earning my salary but in 
learning men and conditions. Human nature 
is the most fascinating study in the world 
and the most profitable one. A thorough 
knowledge of what different personalities 
will do under different conditions—the ability 
to tell a man's tastes, likes, disiikes, peculiar- 
ities, etc., by looking him over and talking 
with him—well, when you can do these things 
the world ts yours to do with as you like. 

It took me years to arrive at this point, 
but I awoke one day to the fact that I seldom 
made a mistake in sizing my man; that one 
of the fundamentals qf my success was that 
I gold my man not, my merchgndise.

“I Can Sell Anything in the World." 

Experience justified me in making the 
mental statement, 1 can sell anything in 
the world, trrespective of price, regardless 
of its nature.’ With this premise to go upon 
I asked myself the question, ‘What is the 
biggest sale 1 could make, the largest sale 
possible? What article runs into most money 
on individual sales?’ ° 

“You see, my thought was that there must 
be some business where individual sales 
ran into so much money that three or four of 
them a year weuld make a salesman $100,000 
or so in commissions. And this, I believed, 
could be accomplished with no more effort 
than I wag expending to.earn my $15,000. 

„But it was no easy matter to find the 
proper article. As a matter of fact, my ques- 
tion wasn’t answered in the Adirondacks, I 
got it down in central Illinois on a business 
trip some six weeks later. 

The man I was calling upon in explaining 
some of the many advantages of the town in 


which he lived made this statement ‘Some 
of our local statisticians figure that this 
town if sold for cash tomorrow would bring 
$6,000,000, 000.’ 

The remark at the time impressed me, but 
about ten days later it became really signifi- 
Cant. On an auto trip out of one of the largest 
towns in the west we were running down a 
hot road, through a bare, sandy stretch, when 
my host called my atténtion to it with, 
Here's land that's worthléss for farming; 
It's too sandy to raise crops, yet it’s within 
easy reach of the best shipping facilities in 
America and would make a wonderful loca- 
tien for some enormous industry. Trouble ia, 

‘most of these great, big factories are deeply 
rooted right where they are, and about the 
only way this land will ever get the manufac- 
turers who should be here wfll be by gradual! 
growth.“ 

Right there I put two and two together 
and found that it made faur. Practically 
worthless land with wonderful railroad facil- 
ities. Here was what I had been waiting for. 
I would build a town and sell it. My deci- 
sion once made, I sat down and mapped out 
my plan of action. 

“Step one was to acquire an option on the 
land and secure capital. Step two would be 
to get the factories there. This, of eourse, 
was the most important step, because it 
brought with it immediate population for our 
little city in the shape of the workmen and 
executives of the factory and insured a zail- 
road station. 25 

“Sounds simple enough’ im the telling. 
doesn’t it? But the execution of the plan 
proved just about the hardest job I ever 
tackled. First of all, I looked up the different 
industries of America to décide as to which 
ones employed the most men. I finally se- 
lected three enormous manufacturing con- 
cerns which were practically monopolies in 
the lines they represented.

Next Step Is to Get Capital. 

My next step was to interest capital. This 
I succeeded in doing, and on the basis of one - 
fifth of the net profits on the enterprise I 
secured the cotUperation of a syndicate of 
New York capitalists. This took me seven 
months, but finally they came across and we 
bought the sand land—5,000 acres of it. We 
then had prominent architects lay out a 
model manufacturing town with sketches of 
workers’ homes, factories all in one portion, 
dwellings ih another. I took the plan to the 
first manufacturer on our list and interested 
the president to the point where he called a 
meeting of the board of directors to consider 
our proposition. 

“It was an attractive one. We agreed to 
give them the land free, erect their factories, 
and pay all expense of moving and installing 
machinery. The advantages to them were 
decided. Far better shipping facilities, a 
town composed exclusively of workers with 
ideal living conditions. The part that helped 
my project most was the fact that these peo- 
ple had been seriously considering moving 
their main plant to a point farther west on 
account of the fact that their business, the 
bulk of it, was coming from the far west and 
a plant in that vicinity would insure an enor- 
mous saving on freight rates.

“This was an enormous project. Large 
corporations move slowly, but I had laid my 
plans weil and One year from the day I made 
my first call on the first manufacturer they 
decided to accept our proposition and con- 
tracts were signed agreeing to move to Fac- 
tory City, as we called our town, one year 
from daga of signing.

Do You Really Know. What Your Profits Are? 


Here Is a Little Business Rule That Is Worth Money. 


EW buginess men know precisely what 
profits are. They are willing to take 
what they regard as profits, but most 
of them have a false idea concerning 
the actual amount that should be cred- 
ited on the right side of the ledger each year. 

Some economists even go so far as to sharp- 
ly distinguish business profits from wages. 
Part of what a business man gets is thought 
to be simply- wages; but part is neither wages, 
nor interest, nor rent; it is different from 
these. This peculiar element is regarded as 
profits. The method of separeting business 
wages from profits is artificial. 

Looking over the whole varied range of 
earnings among those engaged in business 
careers, it is simplest to regard them all as 
returns for labor—returns marked by many 
peculiarities, among which the most striking 
are the risks and uncertainties, the wide 
range, the high gains from able pioneering. 

In some cases business profits are separated 
from wages by considering as wages that 
amount which the individual would have been 
paid if hired by some one else. An inde- 


pendent business man’s actual earnings are 


Mkely to exceed that sum; the excess is busi- 
nese profits. Here emphasis is put on the 


element of risk. Profite differ front wages in 


that they are the result of the assumption of 
risk and are the reward for that assump- 
tion. 

To know what dividends you are really enti- 
tled to draw, it is necessary to look the facts 
in the face, avoid all fallacies, count in every 
expense, and get the-price that will pay the 
profit. This is no sma order, but if you 
have the courage to study your business just 
ae critically as though it were a competitor's, 
it is possible to discover the real facts—and 
make real profits. Seareh for the expenses 
thet get away and you will know what your 


The average businese does not really pay 
what it is supposed to pay, because the owner 
lacks sufficient business training to discover

80 firmly is 
this fixéd in his mind that he resents, a8 4 
disloyal act, the attempt of his son- skilled 
accountant—to show him that last year’s busi- 
ness paid him but 14% per cent, and that he 
has had years when he actually lost money. 
The son, used to calculating the profits of 
city concerns, sees in a glance what the 
father has not seen in forty-five years of 
business in one place,

The master barber of a five chair shop 
found one of his men calculating. ‘‘ I'm going 
to start a shop he announced.

displays, particularly where the diapley is 
depreciable, often fail to connect with a 
charge; and interest on Investment is never 
reckoned by fully 00 per cent of business men 
today. 

“A fourth fallacy is to take the price paid 
the supplier as the actual price of goods, 
neglecting various other items, such as rail- 
way charges. The cost price of goods is their 
cost when on the shelves ready to sell. 

Fifth—and one of the greatest fallacies of 
businese—is the theory that profit percentages 
are reckoned on the price paid for merchan- 
dise., That overactivity in one department is 
successful in overcoming loss, neglect, or lack 
of method in another, is a sixth fallacy that 
misleads many in an honest attempt to deter- 
mine the real profit. * Extra business neces- 
sitates extra expenses,“ rectifies the seventh 
fallacy. Almost every business man has his 
eye on a point ahead where he will round out 
profit by a little more business. But increase 
of business is not necessarily followed by 
increase of profits. There are other factors 
to reckon with. 

Interviewed lately on the subject of profita 
a printer who had previously expressed this 
faith, observed: 

Extra business costs extra money to han- 
dle. No printer or manager in any other line 
of business can force more profits merely by 
adding to yolume. It may work out on paper, 
but it won't work out in the shop. I calculate 
it this way: The manager of any well regu- 
lated business, as mine, is kept fairly busy. 
Each year he is growing busier. Additional 
business calls for more oversight and more 
oversight calls for more time—which is not 
to be had without more expense: When you 
start out to add to profit by any other method 
than by cutting expense you have a ticklish 
road to travel—uniess you can get & greater 
amount of work done for the same money, fn 
which case you are cutting expense by shert 
cuts disguised.” . 

Tt is not enough to be able to avoid the

There have been failures in the poultry 
business, but not any more in proportion 
than in any other business. When a man 
fails in the poultry business he immediately 
tells ali his friends about his misfortunes 
and condemns this vocation in the loudest 
terms, and although he realizes his shortcom- 
ings he becomes a full fledged member of 
the “‘ Knockers’ club.“ He telle of so and 
so also making a failure of the business, but 
never mentions the countless numbers who 
are making good in the same line. 

But the American hen goes on supplying the 
breakfast table with its most popular vict- 
uals and the dinner table with healthful and 
@elicious meats not tainted with lumpy jaw 
and tuberculosis. And what is more, thou- 
gande upon thousands of farmers’ wives are 
clothing the entire family from the profits 
of the hennefy; thousands of large poultry 
plants are making good dividends upon their 
investments, and countless numbers of back- 
yard poultry raisers are supplying their ta- 
bles with eggs and fowls besides deriving 
therefrom some extra money in addition to 
the salary earned from their regular voca- 
tion. An industry which ranks next to corn 
in dollars and cents, and then only partly 
figured in the United States census reports. 
Does that look like an unprofitable business? 
Could an unprofitable busifiess grow to such 
an enormous industry?

Common Sense Necessary. 

The man who works and uses good common 
sence in the poultry business ie going to make 
a success of it. Remember, success in this 
business is not always measured by the dol- 
lar you put into it. It is the management 
of the plant which brings about the profits. If 
perhaps you are going into the poultry busi- 
ness as an investment and do not intend con- 
ducting it yourself great care should be ex- 
ercised to select the proper man to manage 
such an institution. Good managers are not 
picked up every day. There are many who 
pose as being capable of handling anything 

in that line, but when placed in charge prove 
themselves incompetent. On a large plant 
where more help is needed it is much better 
to have on expert poultryman surrounded

qualified to handle all the detaile of such an 
undertaking. Ome good man who knows his 
business can get along with inexperienced 
help and win out. 

There are people who go into the poultry 
business with the idea that all they need do 
is to buy an incubator, say, for instance of 
250 egg capacity, fill it up, hatch 250 chicks, 
and then sit idly by and in the fall take these 
250 chicks to the market and carry home 875, 
the proceeds of the sale. They don't figure 
that the chicks require some attention, and 
the result is the chicks never live until mar- 
ket time, having. become the prey of rats, 
disease, vermin, or something else—another 
case of lack of judgment. Live stock, no 
matter what it may be, must have attention. 
It must have good care, proper feed, fresh 
water, sunshine and shelter, and without 
these it cannot live. Even with all these 
things there will be some losses; a few 
deaths tn the beet cared for flocks cannot be 
avoided. 

The poultry business offers big opportun!- 
ties for the poor man, as it can be started ona 
small scale with very little capital, from 
which it can be inoreased gradually to an in- 
dependent livelihood, but it means some 
work and a whole lot of good common sense,

Advice for Farmers. 

HICAGO, Ill.—[Back to the Land Bu- 

reau.]—The value of THe TRIBUND's 

Back to the Land Bureau is almost 

beyond conception. In all agricul- 

tural pursuits now there is nothing 
so much needed as education. The farmer 
needs it; the public needs it. With a knowl- 
edge of intelligent and scientific farming 
the farmer can materially increase his crop 
yield. Never was there a time when the 
land called so much for attention as now 
in this great country of ours. There is 
one point which I wish to make, which is 
of the greatest importance to the farmer 
and to the future agriculture in the United 
States. This concerns the maintenance of 
soil fertility, something that many of our 
farmers are neglecting at the present time. 
This often is due to a lack of knowledge on 
the part of the fanmer of what is neceasary 
to preserve the virgin richness of the soil. 
But it is highly tmportant that the farmer 
realize his obligation to the soll, the neces- 
sity of his watching his land to pregerve its 
fertility and insure good crop yields. 

The value of raising live stock on farms 
should be impressed on every farmer. and 
your valuable department can do nothing 
better than emphasize this point on every 
occasion. It has been shown time and agaim 
many times to the farmere woe, that as the 
raising of live stock on the farm dimin- 
ishes, the fertility of the soll lessens and 
the crop output decreases in proportion. The 
farmer in the corn belt states, particularly, 
has ceased raisimg cattle because he has 
become accustomed to getting what cattle 
he needed from the west. Now both the 
west and the corn belt states have materially 
decreased their cattle production and the 
present ehortage ia the result. The farmer 
should be made to realize that the raising of 
cattle and all live stock on his farm will yielé 
him net profits at market for the anima! and 
also that the raising of live stock will keep 
up the fertility of his land and insure him 
a future independence. If he falls to realize 
this he will regret it. CHas. S. Jonus,

Pittsfield, Ill—[{Back to the Land Bureau.] 
~—Will you please advise me what kind of 
crops are raised in Hempstead county, Ark., 
along the Red river in the vicinity of Fulton, 
and if this land is adapted to the raising of 
corn, J. G. P. 

Hempstead county fs located in the south- 
west part of the state and is best known 
among the counties for dts diversified crops, 
where the progressive spirit in agriculture 
has been active for a number of years. 

Strawberries are one of the finest crops 
raised. Snap beana peas, cucumbers, beets, 
lettuce, radishes, and green onions are ri 
garden crops, these being followed by toma- 
toes and Irish potatoes. June apples are a 
successful crop and following them come N- 
berta peaches. Then the fall grains, grass 
crops, -and cotton, which keep the harvest 
going from early in May until Novemberand 
December. 

Dairying and poultry raising are profitable 
side lines and thousands of dollar worth of 
milk, butter, eggs, and chickens are mar- 
keted weekly; while lately watermelons and 
canteloupes are being introduced. 

Bermuda and alfaifa thrive and the wild 
grasses are green almost all the year round. 
Sheep are profitabke. 

Unimproved land in Hempstead county is 
worth $8 to $25 an acre and improved land $20 
to $40 an acre.

Federal Irrigation Projects. 
A large number of requests have been re- 
ceived for general information about gov- 
ernment irrigation projects im the nerth- 


west. In answer to these C. F. Carpenter, 
settlement agent of the reclamation service, 
has written the following: 

There are many excellent opportunities 
in Montana, South Dakota, Idaho, and 
Wyoming te get a homestead irrigated from 
government canals. These irrigation proj- 
ects are constructed with government funds 
under the reclamation act, and the cost of 
the Irrigation works is prorated against each 
acre of land. This charge is payable by the 
settier in ten annual installments without 
any interest, and only the actual cost of 
constructing the reservoirs, canals, etc., is 
assessed against him. By this method it 
is possible for a man who has from $1,000 to 
$2.500 to get a homestead with good soll 
and a plentiful water supply, and to pay for 
the same in ingtallments. The lands now 
open to entry are all on projects to which 
water has been delivered for a number of 
seasons, and where the new settler wil) find 


‘plenty of neighbors and good school and 


church facilities. The vacant lands have 
been subdivided into farms varying from 
40 to 160 acres in Size, and lie at a distance 
of three to sig miles from town and rail- 
road.“ 

The federal projects in the northwest in 
which land is still open to entry are: The 
Belle Fourche project in South Dakota, Bun 
aiver project in Montana, Huntley project in 
Montana, Shoshone project in Wyoming, and 
the Minnidoka project in Idaho.

San Luis Valley. Colorado. 

Chicago, lll.—Back to the Land Bureau. 
Please give such information as you can 
about the San Luis valley, southwestern 
Colorado, especially land near Anonosa.

The San Luls valley is situated in the south 
ccntral part of Colorado and a survey of 
the valley was made by the United States 
department of agriculture in 1008. 

The federal experts state that the first 
white settiers of the San Luis valley were 
Spanish missionaries and sheepmen, who 
settled there when all our southwestern ter- 
ritory was a part of the Spanish colonies. 
These stockmen settled along the river ana 
depended wholly upon the native vegetation 
for the feeding of their stock. Grass grew 
luxuriantly and cured on the range, fur- 
nishing good winter feed. Later, when the 
mines of southern Colorado were opened 


quite extensive areas along the Rio Grande | 


and along the smaller streams were cleared 
of brush and small ditches were constructed 
to furnish water for irrigation. 

Up to the latter part of the seventies the 
great body of land in the valley proper was 
thought unfit for anything but grazing, but 
about this time the feasibility of building 
large canals to cover thousands of acres of 
the higher lying land began to be considered 
and as a result the Rio Grande canal, the 
largest in the valley, was built and put in 
operation in 1881. 

The climate is characterized by long win- 
ters and shortsummers. The mintmum tem- 
perature for winter is about 90 degrees F. 
below zero, while the summer maximum 
is about 85 degrees F. The summer climate 18 
pleasant, there rarely being days that are too 
warm for comfort. The wintersare dry, and 
while cold are said to lack the disagreeable 
features found in more humid regione 


* sf 
Five Types of Soil. 

There are five types of soll found in the 
area: San Luis sandy loam, San Luls sand, 
Rio Grande sandy loam, Rio Grande loam, 
and San Luls loam. All the types except the 
Rio Grande sandy loam are gravelly. Even 
this soll is underlain at from two to four 
feet by gravel, and thie deposit outcrops 
in places to form small gravel patches. Thus 
the soils of the valley may in a general way 
be called coarse, gravelly, sandy soils. 


Soil Near Mountains Drained. 

All of the soi! lying near the mountains ts 
well drained and free from alkali. Nearly all 
of this land now under cultivation is s0wn 
to cereals or to peas. It is well adapted to 
these crops as well as to potatoes and all 
other truck crops suited to the climate. | 

The federal experts state that the agricul- 
tural conditions of the San Luis valley in all 
sections depends upon irrigation. Farms in 
a high state of cultivation, paying well upon 
money and labor invested, are next to farms 
that have been sold for taxes. Much of the 
land has never been cultivated, and much 
that was once very profitable has been aban- 
doned. The principal crops are wheat, oats, 
rye, peas, sugar beets, barley, potatoes, and 
wild hay. A small quantity of alfalfa is 
grown, and garden vegetables for home con- 
sumption are usually produced on the farm. 
Ten thousand bushels of potatoes have been 
grown from a field of ten acres

“In the coast section, where the atmos- 
pberic conditions are largely influenced by 
the warm waters of the gulf, the summers are 
long and warm, the winters mild and short, 
and the @lurnal and annual ranges of tem- 
perature small. The climate, in short, is sub- 
tropical. On the other hand the Panhandle, 
which is farthest from the gulf, has all the 
characteristi¢s of a continental climate, with

The situation may be summed 
up by stating that apple and orange, wheat, 
and rice, hay and cotton, find a congenial 
home on Texas solls. 

“While the average temperature ranges 
from: about 55 degrees in the northwestern 
portion of the Panhandle to about 73 degrees 
in the lower Rio Grande valley, there is a 

marked difference between the warmest and 
handle, and decreases quite regularly to the 
state, The difference is greatest in the Pan- 
handle, and decreases quite regularly t the 
southward. Thus. at Amarillo. it is nearly 40 
degrees; at Abilene, 88 degrees; at San An- 
tonio, 31 degrees, and at Brownsville, only 
24 degrees. 

“The summers are warm throughout th 
estate, and, indeed, there is Dut iittie differ- 
ence between the summer means of the north- 
ern and the southern portion of the state. 
For instance, the mean temperature of the 
warmest month, excluding the Panhanéle, 
is found to be 82 degrees at Abilene. 81 de- 
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grees at Palestine, 82 degrees at San Antonio, 
88 dearees at Galveston, and 84 degrees at 


‘ Browneville. The days during the summer 


are, however, much warmer in the Interior 
than near the coast, while the nights are 
colder. The maximum temperature on the 
immediate coast has never been as high as 
100 degrees, but in the interior it has been 
far above that. The highest on record for 
the state is 119 degrees. 

“In most portions of the state extremely 
high temperatures occur principally during 
dry periods. when the relative humidity is low 
and evaporation from the body active. The 
immediate effect ts a decided cooling sensa- 


«tion, which is further increased by currents 


of alr. As the thermometer ts not affected by 
wind and evaporation, a lower temperature, 
often 10 to 20 degrees, is felt than is indicated 
by the thermometer. 

“The relative humidity averages about 80 
per cent along the coast and decreases toward 
the Interior. 

“Usually the frst killing frost occurs in 
the Panhandle by Nov. 1, but the time is re- 
tarded with southern progress to the gulf 
coast, where the earliest occurs about Dec. 26. 
The last killing frost in spring usually occurs 
during February in the coast counties and 
the southwest, and during the month of 
April in the Panhandle. Occasionally there 
ts no killing frost near the coast during an 
entire winter.

Require Special Treatment. 

This case is a parallel to dozens of others 
to be found every day in any big factory. 

The fitfully discontented workman is com- 
mon. He isa phychological study. He can- 
not be stood up in line with normal workmen 
and told to march to a general order. He 
requires special treatment and usually he is 
the very best material the foreman hae got. 

No up to date handler of men today denies 
the fact that it pays to give special treat- 
ment to cases of this kind. If a man is 
worth it, nurse him along, join in his little 
whims, give him the sympathy he craves; 
knocking him about with an oath certainly 
will not improve him or make him of any 
greater value to the firm. 

However, there are times when the busy 
foreman is apt to misjudgeaman. It usually 

takes a few jousts to understand each work- 
man. For thie reason much care is needed 
when the green manager steps in to take 
up the reins. The chances are that he can 
pick out man for man the very natures that 
he has had to cope with in the old shop, 
but it will take time to get a Hine on them 
effectively. 

There is a vast difference between bru- 
tality and sternness. The stern foreman is 
always a success if he has some humanity 
under it. Bullyism without a certain amount 
of kindly spirit when needed is apt to prove 
the rock on which a good management is 
wrecked. 

No trait in a foreman’s character is more 
talked of among the people who work with 
him, to his disadvantage, than brutality. 
They usually call it dirtiness. To be known 
as a dirty, mean boss is certainly not 
desirable. It always holds back the man 
who bears such a reputation. 

It is nearly always the case that the man 
who has been browbeaten by a brutal boss 
will engender much sympathy among his 
fellow workers. This leads to after work 
conferences and pretty soon the force consid- 
ers the boss the general enemy. They try to 
thwart him in very way possible. He soon 
feels this and his wrath counts up. Pretty 
soon he is singling out ring leaders and 
promising himself to repay them. He will 
weed out the leaders. This brings the sit- 
vation to tue status of warfare. It eeldom 
ends in victory for the foreman under these 
circumstances. No business will fre fifty 
trained workmen to sustain one foreman who 
is in the wrong. 

No foreman loses the respect of his men 
by treating them as human beings. Yet, too 

few superintendents realize this vital fact.

Tulle Tam o Shanter the Latest. 


We have been so long weartng sutumn hats in Paris 
that those of the summer are almost forgotten, and 
none, excepting those of tulle, are ever seem. These 
last are being shown in a number of colors, Of these 
the tulle Tam o Shanter ts the latest and it is charm- 
ing. The brims are large and as transparent as they 
can. be accomplisl. 1, the material being as lightly 
drawn over the frames as is possible and these show- 
ing as little wire as can be managed. The crowns are 
enormous and they must contain yards upon yards of 
tulle. To make them look as light as possible, this is 
finely knife pleated and then pulled ont, and it is 
draped and invisibly caught so that it is nothing but a 
mass of the filmiest stuff. Most of these shaped hats 
have only a band of velvet ribbon which separates 
the brim from the crown and this is tied on one side 
in a stiff square bow.

AM a rich man's daughter, but my 
mother taught me how to do all kinds 
of housework. If the cook does not come 
one day I can prepare a better meal. If 
one of my maids does not come to work I 
do not lose my temper and bother my neigh- 
bors vilifying the maids in general, but I 
put on a rough sari and get to work and do 
her work much better than she could ever 
expect to do it. So it really pays young 
girls of all stations of life to learn to do their 
own housework, even though they have rich 
parents or expect to marry money bags. 

I was married in an immensely rich fam- 
ily, but by reverses of fortune most mirac- 
ulous we are land poor now. Our estate 8 
mortgaged to a relentless money lender, who 
charges an interest.of 36 per cent. We Have 
been obliged to cut down expenses on all 
sides, and propose to continue to do the 
same as long as we are not free from debt 
again. We have reduced the nuner of 
servants, consequently a portion of the house- 
work has fallen on my bands. Now I ‘find 
that my .early maternal education in house- 
keeping has stood in good stead, and cannot 
but thank my mother who taught me with 
all my heart, though I did not, to tell vou the 
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of men. There is a front room, the men’s 
parlor, There is the toptoposh—a. large 
wooden bed, covered with a. mattress’ and a 
white sheet. On it men squat all round and 
jean on the huge pillows, some of them 
weighing as mu@h as seventy pounds. 

At the right of the parlor is the library 
room of my husband. He reads Sanskrit, 
English, and a few of the Hindu vernaculars. 
He has numerous books in these languages. 
Nowadays he is giving a great deal of em- 
phasis to English literature ‘and English eu- 
ture, and he is making rapid strides. He 
has already started smoking cigars, and the 
other day was hinting that a glass of whisky 
or a little brandy and soda was very useful 
for the health of both body and soul. 

In the inner side of the “building the cen- 
ter room is the Tennana parlor. rather the 
ladies’ parliament house.. ‘There are m0 
chairs; instead i have small pieces of bean- 
titul carpets ar wooden. piris. Here we. sit 
and talk and ehew betel nut but do not“ 
smoke.

Veranda for Exclusive Use of Men. 


Our home is a brick building two stories 


high. It looks milk white, for it is white- 
washed. You enter the broad roofed ve- 
randa. There are a few bamboo or care 
chairs and morahs, also a few wooden stools. 
This outer veranda is for the exclusive use 
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panama matting on the cemented floor and 
lie down, my head on a pillow, with a sandal 
wood fan in my hand, and listen to the coo- 
ing of the cuckoo in the distant mango grove 
or to the sweet music of the bulbul on the 
Kanuni flower plant just at the edge of the 
veranda. 

On the other side of the immense court- 
yard is my kitchen building, dtvided into two 
sections. On the back of the kitchen and 
just outside a pomegranate grove comes the 
Tennana pond. It is for the exclusive use 
of women. In it we bathe and swim, and 
men have no passport. 

I get up in the morning with the sun, take 
my morning bath, put on a silk sari, and 
spend some time in prayers and meditation. 
Then I go into the flower garden with a 
bamboo flower basket in hand and pluck all 
kinds of flowers for the temple and for our 
own use at midday worship. Next I have to 
cook breakfast, but I hate to go near my 
kitchen. 

I have no fixed menu for breakfast. At 
times I boil rice, egg, potato, and squash, and 
serve with butter and salt. Other times I 
fry or curry fish and eggs. And again 1 
make some luchi, fry some potato and egg 
plants, and prepare the halua pudding. 
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After breakfast I spend a very short inter- 
val of time in doing nothing. In the mean- 
time the servants bring water in brass or 
earthen jugs that hold about ten to fifteen 
gallons of water from the well or from the

When the meal is cooked the men folks 


come to eat, they having taken their daily 


bath and the elderly having performed their 
religions ceremonies and the students having 
prepared their lessons. 

If any of the dishes are cooked extra good 
they go after it in a very diplomatic way. 
They land it to the skies, and we silly things 
give them all of it, leaving nothing for our- 


After a general cleanup of the kitchen and 
the dining room, supervision of the work of 
the maids and servants, I retire to my room. 
take a Bengali novel from my bookcase, and 
lie down, not so much with the intention of 
reading as with that of hastening the ap- 
proach of sleep. 

Next I retire to the ladies’ parlor. where 
other women of the family, my mothér-in- 
law, my daughters-in-law, my sisters-in-law, 
and friends from the neighborhood come. 
There we enjoy gossiping about others’ faults, 
foibles, and above all their scandals. 

One of us is tired of talking, and she 
craves for a change. Let us have some 
music now, Charu’s mother,”. she ejaculates. 
Though I am proud within myself that I 
can sing very well, still my first reply ‘n- 
variably is, “I can’t sing.” Ther of course 
they all hurl bouguets at me, and I enjoy it 


After lunch the children drift toward the 
playgrounds and the men go out to walk. or 
play chess, dice, or cards, as they smoke 
their pipes, and let the gentle afternoon 
breeze come in direct contact with their skin 
the most they can. On the other hand. I 
take a little lunch and take a walk in the 
flower garden, or gather some cookables from 
the vegetable garden. 

Just at dusk I have to perform a very im- 
portant and agreeable duty. It is the light- 
ing of the rooms and the burning of frankin- 
cense. The ladies’ parlor, being the most im- 
portant of all the rooms, receives the most 
attention. |

We live in an age of progress, of swift development, of rapid evolu- 
tion, of bewildering transformation. Our national social life is a seeth- 
ing mass io an immense caldron. Every element of society from that 
which apes the aristocratic to that of the lowest strata of crook, criminal, 
and grafter is whirling about seeking to catch a new legal hold to secure 
a renewed tenure of life. Readjustment is the imperative demand of the 
hour. Things have outgrown all sense of proportion. The eternal law 
of proportion and relationship has been violated and discord and discon- 
tent and disturbance have resulted. The hour of readjustment is at 
hand. Abnormal potentialities, abnormal influences are to be chiseled, 
hewn, cut, ground, reduced and fitted to a normal place in the complex 
economic, industrial, and social system of a democratic nation. 

I will not particularize. The platforms of three parties are as mirrors 


held up to those who would see what today feeds the thought of 80,000,- 


000 of people. Each from the position in which it is held reflects the 
pulsating question of the day. One fact ds impressive. The trend of 
thought is unmistakably in the direction of a closer adherence to the 
ideals and spirit of 1776.

Discontent of People Nothing New. 


Our country has enjoyed a period of fifty years of growth and pros 
perity. History cannot duplicate the last fifty years and may never 
again. It has been the age of magic; the age of steam and electricity 
and gasoline. These three agencies have worked greater marvels than 
Merlin. Subordinated to the uses of man, by the amazing intelligence of 
man, each in his own peculiar line of activity, these agencies have anni- 
hilated space and time, regulated the machinery of commerce the world 
over, adjusted supply and demand and transformed the earth. Great, 
indeed, have the developments been of the wealth that lies under the 
earth’s surface ; great, indeed, the treasures that are harvested from the 
fertile fields; great, indeed, the enormous growth of industrial life in all 
its many phases. But the spirit of 1776! 

In spite of all this stupendous industrial, agricultural, and economic 
development the people, actuated by the spirit of 1776, have been mut 
tering to themselves the line of the poet: 

Ill fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay.” 

This discontent of the people is no new thing. It was voiced by 
“ Sockless Jerry in Kansas over twenty years ago, and led to the Popu- 
list party; it was the undercurrent that pervaded the Democratic party 
in 1896 and which prepared the convention to accept Mr. Bryan's 
“cross of gold speech, and it was the prevailing sentiment in the Chi- 
cago and Baltimore conventions which divided each of the old time par- 
ties. It is difficult to measure a sentiment, to place the foot rule on its 
height, its width, or its depth; it cannot be fathomed. But for over 
twenty years it has been a vital force which could not be suppressed. It 
has been held in check by both the great parties and to the injury of both. 
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Roosevelt Marked by Destiny. 


This great feeling of unrest, this great sentiment of progress, this 
great spirit of 1776, this American desire for the full enjoyment of 
human liberty, of economic and industrial emancipation, exists. No man 
has the meaures of it, not even Mr. Roosevelt. in 

I do not propose to set forth my personal views as to Mr. Roosevelt 
or what actuated him to walk out of the Republican convention. Men 
are men. It is not so much what they are personally as what they are 
destined to do. Like Hoderiah’s son, it may be said of Theodore Roose- 
velt, “ Destiny has markéd thee from mankind.” Say what one will, 
say what one may, it matters little, the cold facts remain: Roosevelt 
has raised the staff of leadership from the ground. He stands today at 
the head of those wha have these many years been waiting for a leader. 
And among those who find themselves voicing the spirit of 1776 are the 
women seeking votes for women; and by a strange fatality our foremost 
champion has become Theodore Roosevelt. 

This is not the day or the hour for narrow mindedness or for so strong 
an alliance to former ideas that one cannot be free. Mr. Roosevelt has 
behind him a small group of fanatical hero worshipers who believe he 
only bathes in the sunlight, but he also has behind him a far greater 
army who believe him a valiant, courageous leader. No great cause can 
exist without a leader. A great people breathing the spirit of 1776 
have a great progressive cause, and Roosevelt, partly by design and 
partly by accident, and wholly as an act of Providence, has become its 
leader. It matters not whether his motives be pure or impure, wholly 
selfish or wholly patriotic, he possesses the qualities for this particular 
campaign. He can lead the people who are rising throughout the na- 
tion, but he can never destroy their faith in the ideals of 1776: And 
he will never try. 

History is indeed being made today, and the women, east and west, 
north and south, seeking freedom and the suffrage must follow the ban- 
ner, Votes for Women,” whenever it is flung to the breezes.

GRAPE GROWING AND WINE 
THE PRIDE OF CALIFORNIA, 


Annual Value of the Products More 
than $25,000,000 and Increasing by 
Leaps and Bounds. 


California is easily the most important fac- 
tor in viticulture in the United States, and 
grape culture is one of the most widespread 
industries in the state. 342,519 acres, accord- 
ing to the state board of equalization, being 
devoted to the industry, of which 160,573 
acres are in wine grapes, 128,217 acres in 
raisin grapes, and 58,729 acres in table grapes, 


which is being increased every year, especial. | 


ly of table grapes. 

All varieties of European grapes are in- 
cluded, besides many California develop- 
ments therefrom. 

The annual value of the grape product, in- 
cluding table grapes. dried grapes, and 
raisins, and wine and brandy, aggregates 
over $25,000,000. The shipments of tabte 
grapes out of the state by rail for 1910 
amounted to 4,048 carloads. 

The aggregate wine and brandy production 
for 1910, with an excess of 500,000 gallons in 
case of dry wine and of 500,000 gallons in 
case of bran¢y, was more than for 1909, 
which exceeded all previous years. 

The production in 1009 of sweet wine was

CALIFORNIA WINS 
BY IRRIGATION 


— — 


Millions of Acres of Rich Land 
Reclaimed and Made of Bene- 
fit to All Humanity. 


WATER IS NEVER-FAILING 


The total land area of California is approx!- 
mately 100,000,000 acres. According to data 
secured by the office of irrigation investiga- 
tlons of the United States department of 
agriculture about 2,500,000 acres was actu- 
ally irrigated in 1900. 

This statement, however, does nof convey 
a true idea, of the relative importance of 
irrigation to agriculture in California. Profs. 
Hilgard and Loughridge of the Untversity of 
California estimate that only 14,000,000 acres, 
or about one-seventh of the total area, is 
valley agricultural land, so that the 2,500,000 
acres irrigated comprise more than one- 
sixth of the frrigable land of the state. 


Upper Mesas Not Included. 

This estimate does not include the tillable 
upper mesas and mountain valleys, both of 
which contain large areas of irrigable land. 
Yet this is not the Whole truth. In 10@ebout 
one-fifth of all the irrigated land in the 
United States was in California, and this 
state ranked first in the total number of irri- 
gated farms and in the total construction 
cost of systems. 

The highest priced irrigated land tn Amer- 
| ica is found in California, and in no other 
state has water for irrigation reached so 
high a value or been as carefully and as 
economically used. And in no other state is 
there so great an area of fertile farming land 
for which the available supply is so large 

Irrigation, like any other development, has 
followed the lines of most evident financial 
returns. Hence the localities of least annual 
and summer rainfall were the first to be re- 
claimed by the artificial use of water. 


Moving Steadily North ward. 

The tide of irrigation, however, has been 
moving steadily northward, and excepting 
in the mountainous sections and the sections 
of excessive rainfall, the necessity for irriga- 
tion, or at least the value of it where it is 
not a complete necessity, is almost univer- 
sally recognizeed. 

While heretofore, then, irrigation has fol- 
lowed the line of the most evident return, in 
the future it will follow the available water 
supply. 

The water supply of the state Is in its 
streams and wells. The welle now dug and 
in use are chiefly in southern California and 
in the lower San Joaquin and Santa Clara 
valleys. Only the larger streams of the state 
have been messured, and without reliable 
data it is impossible to estimate the flow in 
the hundreds of smaller streams. 

Water Supply in Streams. 
The supply in the larger streams, as meas- 


ured by the United States survey, 
is given in the following table.

Population Slowly Decreases. 

Though it burst into a population of 250,008 
with the gold seekers’ rush of 1649 and 1860, 
Its isolation reasserted itself in the follow 
ing years with a steadily diminishing rate of 
increase in population—& per cent, 1870-80;

“In per capita expenditures CaMfornia has 
been the third state, and it js not impossible 
that it will appear as the first in the new 
census report when the volume on wealth, 
debt, and taxation appears. It behooves such 
u commonwealth to regulate weil its financia! 
administration.” 

Nye points out that it is only since 1903 
that high schools have been part of the 
state school systerh, In the sense of receiving 
state aid. The cost has been the same from 
the beginning: namely, $15 a pupil, com- 
puted on the bases of average dally attend- 


ance.

A billion dollars is an enormous sum and 
represents the material result of all the 
energy and enterprise of the year. Itis with 
great satisfaction that those interested ip 
the development of California can see results

Golden state. 


Vast Product of Factories. 

Wulle the great asset of California lies in 
us agricultural possibilities, it would be nat- 
ural to suppose that the great bulk of this 
enormous sum represented products of the 
soll.

From an architectural viewpoint the cen- 
tral group may be best described by its 
courts, for the exposition palaces will be 
grouped about six great courts, and the sides 
of the bulidings and the peristyles between 
them will form the walis ofthe courts. Each 
court will stand apart, distinctive in its 
architectural treatment, expressing the in- 
dividuality of the architect or group of archi- 
tects who planned it. 


| Court of Honor. 

Most imposing and largest of all the courts 
will be the great court of honor, the court of 
the east and west, 600x900 feet in its di- 
mensions, and dividing the main group of 
exposition buildings in its course from north 
to south. 

At the south end of the court of honor will 
be the administration building, which will be 
surmounted by the great dominating tower 
rising 370 feet in the air, and the supreme 
ouservatlon point of thie exposition. 

At the base of the tower, which will occupy 
an acre in extent, will be a huge arcade, be- 
neath which the visitor may enter from the 
southern garden into the grand court of 
honor. F 

In its center the court will contain a sunken 
garden, and at the entrance to the court of 
honor, between the agricultural and trans- 
portation buildings, will lie a pool of water, 


upon whose glassy surface the great tower | 


will be reflected. 
Four to Adjoin Court. 

Four of the great exposition buildings of 
the main group will adjoin the court of honor. 
These are the Manufactures building, which 
will have a ground area of 276,260 square 
feet; the Palace of Liberal Arts, the floor 
area of which will be 297,500 square feet: 
the Transportation building of 885,000 square 
feet, and the east wing of the huge Palace 
of Agriculture, which, all told, will occupy 
680,000 square feet. 

The Machirfery buliding will be the largest 
Singie individual buikling of the exposi- 
tion, 360 feet wide by nearly 1,000 feet long. 
It will cover between eight and nine acres. 

The Gesign of the building is an adaptation 
of both Italian and Spanien renaissance 
with ornament and decoration, recalling the 
Castilian influence on architecture in Mexico. 

It is proposed to decorate the bulldings with 
statuary consisting of four great groups typi- 
fying the fundamental! elements—fire, water, 
and air—with subsidiary statues of the great 
men who are most prominent in the devel- 
opment of the mechanical arts, euch as Archi- 
medes, Watt, Fulton, Edison and Marconi. 


Court of Joyousness, 

To the east of the great court of honor the 
visitor will pass into a court icated to 
music dancing, and acting. This court of 
joyousnesa, it may be called, for it hag not 
yet been officially christened, will have as its 
surrounding limits the walls of the Varied 
Industries, the Manufactures, the Transpor- 
tation and the Mines and Metallurgy build- 
ings. . 

The architecture of the court resembles 
the oriental aspect of the Spanish-Moorish 
architecture, and yet it will partake of that 
refinement which is characteristic of the 
architecture of the Spanish renaissance. 
The main tower in this court is designed 
to contain a great organ, with echo organs 
in the smaller towers. 

The centér of the court will be a great 
basin containing groupings of statuary, danc- 
ing figures, and fauns around the golden calf; 
water cascades and steam and electric light- 
ing effects will be obtained by means of great 
electric scintillators. The walls of the clois- 
ter will be decorated with mural paintings. 
The court will be planted with oriental flow. 
ers, vines, and with orange trees, with grow. 
ing fruit and in blossom. 

Court of Four Seasons. 

To the west of the great Court of Honor one 
will come to the Court of the Four Seasons. 
whose walls are partly formed by the Liberal 
Arts and Education buildings, and by the 
palaces of Agriculture and partly by the col- 
onnades and peristyles that will connect these 
buildings. 

In harmony with the title of the court there 


will in each of its four corners be set groups 


of statuary typifying spring, summer, au- 
tumn, and winter.

ing and the facades of the Education and 
Agricultural buildings will lie the great weat- 
ern court expressing in its architecture the 


spirit of the Italian renaissance. 
On the norta the western court will termi- 


nate at the California counties buildings, a 
structure in mission style and close to the 
yacht harbor. It is expected that this build- 
ing will be the center for many of the enter- 
tainments that are to be given during the pe- 


riod of the exposition. 


To Cover Five Acres, 

Near the southern extremity of the great 
western court will be one of the most notable 
of all the exposition buildings, the great 
horticultural palace, constructed of glass, 
covering over five acres, or two city squares 
in extent and rising perhaps 100 to 126 feet in 
height. ; 

The maln group of exposition bulidings wil] 
lie between two great parallel gardens, the 
esplanade upon the water front on the north 
and the great southern garden upon the 
south, 

The southern garden will be adorned with 
fountains, lagoons, statuary, peristyles and 
atcades, and secluded from the winds of the 
harbor it will be planted with a profusion 
of semi-tropical growths. Bilossoming flow- 
ers will add great dashes of color to the 
landscape. 

The Marina om the north wil pags before 
the imposing facade of the main exposition 
group and set out with hardy trees and 
shrubs, vines and flowers, it will prove the 
renting point of the exposition. Here among 
comfortable settees thousands will gather in 
exposition days to witness the pageants of 
the world’s navies in San Frencisco bay; 
upon 
strange and brillant procession during the 
great parades of the ‘peoples of all nations. 


Hall to Seat, 4,000. 

At the eastern extremity of the southern 
garden and not far from the concession cen- 
ter will be Festival hall, @ structure in mod- 
ern French architecture. It will have a 
seating capacity of 4,000 people, and here 
during the course of the exposition will as 
semble great congresses and conventions, 
whose delegates will visit San Francisco 
from all parts of the world. 

Song recitals and musical festivals will 
also be held here. The building will contajn 
a great pipe organ ard from time to time 
the world’s famous organists will treat muse 
lovers to recitas. 

The concessions and amusements center 
will be that portion of the exposition to be 
first reached by those who come from the 
downtown portion of San Francisco. 

The principal street will be the Street of 
Conmeessions, an irregular avenue running 
east and west through tue concessions dis- 
trict, but marked by right angles and cor- 
ners. At each turn as one procteeck along 
the Street of Concessions he will face some 
imposing conceasion Structure. The amuse- 
ment center will occupy sixty-five acres. 


Foreign Nations’ Buildings. 

Farthest from the bay will be the pavilions 
of the foreign nations and the United States 
government displays, rising on terraces as 
they advance up the gradual slope of the 
Presidio. Each structure in thie part of the 
exposition grounds will be surrounded by 
ample lawns adored with shrubs and flows 
ers, and in its entirety the section will pre- 
gent upon a magnified scale the effect of a 
superb residence district. 

To the west of the concessions of the states 
will be 4 great drill grounds, capable of ac- 
commodatine 10.000 troops in drill at one 
time. Many of the foreign nations will send 
their crack cavalry and infantry to partici- 
pate in the maneuvers. The militia of east - 
ern states will attend in a body. Encircling 
the drill grounds will be a racetrack, where 
harness and speed races will be held. 

Still farther to the west, marking prac- 
tically the extreme stern limit of the ex- 
position grounds, win be the etock pavilion 
and buildings devoted to live stock end 
poultry. 

Battleships of Many Nations. 

The exposition will formally open with the 
entrance into San Francisco harbor of @ com- 
posite fleet of the battleships of the world. 
Upon invitation of the United States the 
warships of foreign nations will first as- 
gemble at Hampton Roads, @ bill to that 
effect having been introdu€ed into congress 
by Senator Swanson of Virginia. 

The fleet of foreign nations will be joined 
by detachments of the American navy, and 
the composite fleet will then be reviewed by 
the president and by foreign dignitaries. 

This fleet, the largest ever assembled, will 
proceed through the Panama canal, arriv- 
ing in San Francisco harbor about two weeks 
after the exposition opens. From unofficial 
advices it is estimated that between eighty 
and 100 foreign battleships, in addition.to 
those of the United States, will participate 
in the maneuvers.

VALLEY A DAIRYING 


50,000 COWS THERE NOW. 


— — 


Demand fer Product Grewing, with 


Supply Not Equal to It. 


The advantages and opportunities offered 
by the Sacramento valley for the dairying 
industry ‘are so clearly and forcibly set 
forth by Judge Peter J. Shields of the Su- 
Perior court of Sacramento county that the 
following extracts are taken from an article 
recently written by him for the Sacramento 
Valley Monthly, the official publication of 
the Sacramento Valley Development assv- 
ciation: : 
According to statistics. imperfectly col- 
lected, but little more than 50,000 cows are 
kept for dairy purposes in this vast valley 
of fertile land, which should be capable of 
easily supporting more than ten times as 
many. 

The cows kept are well up to the average 
standard of dairy cows in this country- 


First Importation Shorthorns. 
The first importations here were largely 
shorthorns, which for years were the most 
generally used of the improved breeds. The 
next state favorite was the Jerseys, which 
were extensively brought here and are today 
probably as grades and pure breds the most 
generally used of any of the distinctly dairy 
breeds. 

“Of later years the Holsteins have come 
to be extensively used and are now highly 
esteemed. Our rich, moist lands and even 
climate, with abundance of green forage ap- 
proximates in character and improves in 
quality their European home. Little im- 
pression has been made upon our dairy stock 
by other of the improved dairy breeds. 

“I think there is no place in this country 
as favorable today for the business of 
breeding pure bred registered dairy animals. 
As one of the choicest dairy sections of the 
world, this valley will be largely devoted to 
the dairy industry and a great market can 
now be found here for richly bred and useful 
dairy sires for breeding up farm herds. 

The California cities that draw upon the 
Sacramento valley for their supplies also 
consume heavily of sweet cream for table 
use and for use in the manufacture of ice 
cream and gimilar food products. Very 


_profitable markets can be thus developed, 


provided transportation facilities are con- 
venlent. But for all the butter now produced 
or that probably ever will be produced here 
hungry markets are at hand. 

“California is close to many mining, lum- 
bering, and nondairy states and they are 
heavy and constant consumers of tts dairy 
products. California commands a great part 
of the large Alaska trade—a trade which is 
constantly growing larger end will grow te 
enormous proportions. 

“The larger part of the Hawallan trade iz 


| supplied by California, end a great territory 

in the British morthwest, Washington, and 
Oregon, owing to their later springs, take a 
large quantity of the eariy spring butter of 
this state.

Marketing Facilities Excellent. 


are admirable. Many rallroade now traverse 
the state, while electric roads are now being 
built and projected wherever need for them 
exists. 

“A great developmert of electriaal trans- 
portation car be depenced upon in this val- 
ley, owing to the abundance of power in the 
mountains which encircle it. A great many 
creameries are located in the valley, and the 
demand for miik and cream is euch that fre- 
quently wagons come to the farmer’s door to 
receive his products. 2 

The prices of dairy products im the Sac- 
ramento valley are high. Considering the 
economical conditions under which they are 
produced, the prices are very high, leaving 
a wide margin of profit for the cairy farmer. 

“During the year 1910 the average price 
for the whole period paid the farmer was 
34 cents a pound for dutter fat. The price 
for butter paid by the consumer for the 
entire year was 39 cents a pound. The cream- 
ery business is well organized in the valley, 
and @ great competition prevails among the 
creameries. 


Fair Treatment Certain. 

“This keen competition insures fair tread- 
ment and the higheet market price. The 
marketing of cheese has not been exten- 
sively engaged in as it should be. A great 
demand exists here for euch cheese as is 
made. 

“The price here over a number of years 
has not fallen betow 11 cents a pound, being 
generally much higher, and running fre- 
quently to 18 and Id cents a pound. These 
prices can be depended upon, the market 
being. safe and permanent. 

For the fancy and som varieties of cheese 


there ig a large and growing demand. Near

Something from which we may well seek to be de- 
livered is a fussy living room. They are found ev ery- 
where — fussy as to furniture, fussy as to curtains 
and carpets and pictures, fussy as to the paper on 
the wall. Our room is not fussy. On the contrary, 
it is a sane, reposeful room. It has just enough fur- 
niture; and all of it is, as our Englishman stipulates, 
“made for use.” And yet, it is not too heavy; for 
the Canton chair by the window adds just the desir- 
able contrasting note to the massive table. 

The big lamp indicates that the table is the center 
of the room’s life; but there are also side lights on 
the walls. Serious mistakes are often made in the 
lighting of a living room. A strong, central light is 
to be avoided, and the reading lamp’s rays should 
reach all parts of the table, yet fall too low to strike 
the eyes. It is best to rely on side lights, properly 
placed, when additional illumination is needed. The 
proper placing of them, however, is not so simple 
a matter as it seems, An excellent idea is to make

ARCHTTECTORAL ASSET 


O THE AVERAGE man, win- 
dows are merely openings through 
which to look or to admit light. 
In point of fact, they are much 
more. They are opportunities for 
self-expression, the means by 
which an architect gives charac- 


ter, individuality and charm to a 


house. As an architectural asset, 
their value is beyond reckoning. If windows were’ 
utilitarian only in their purposes, a séries of holes 
eut in the walls at regular intervals would serve as 
well as anything more elaborate. One of the most 
common faufts in houses designed by their owners is 
the placing of windows without regard to their effect 
on the general appearance of the house. In truth, 
the artistie handling of windows requires no little 
skill and thought; for, in every case, the effect both 
from without and within must be considered. A win- 
dow that seems absolutely needed, in order to give the 
proper balance to a house externally, may be unde-
